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THE first Parliamentary action taken in New Zealand towards 
Higher, or University, Education was in 1867, when a Joint 
Select Committee of both Houses of Parliament was appointed 
to consider a proposal made for establishing Scholarships in con- 
nection with Universities. The Committee (whose Proceedings 
and Eeport were printed as a Parliamentary Paper in the same 
year) found it necessary to extend their enquiry, and procured 
evidence from many colonists as to the possibility of establishing 
a New Zealand University. The replies were various. Some 
persons strongly advocated such a course : others as strongly 
protested against it, holding it to be premature. A few, indeed, 
expressed the opinion that it would be many years before a 
sufficient number of students could be collected in any place to 
warrant the salary of a Professor. 

The Committee reported to Parliament that they could not 
at that time recommend the foundation of a New Zealand 
University. But they suggested that at the next session pro- 
vision should be made for University Endowment, and public 
opinion invited during the next year or two on the whole 
question. 

The first fruit of this suggestion was the passing of the 
** University Endowment Act, 1868,** under which certain lauds 
have been set apart in different parts of the Colony. As a 
matter of fact, although these lands are still styled '* University 
Eeserves** and although the Act of 1868 and a subsequent 
Amendment entitled the ** New Zealand Eeserves Act, 1875,* 
are still in force, the University has never received any land 
endowment. The lands in question, which were set apart for a 
** Colonial University,** have been variously treated. Th'>se in 
Southland were, by the " New Zealand University Act, 1874," 
handed over to the University of Otago : those in Auckland 
were, by an Act of 1885, handed over to the Auckland University 
College; the remainder, in different parts of the Colony, under 
an Act of 1875, were devoted to the "purposes of higher 
education " in the districts in which they are situated, and up to 
the present time the proceeds &om them have been co It^ct d by 
the Government and paid to a special account kept by the 
Treasury. 

From this point it is necessary, in order to form a clear 
idea of the history of the University, to remember the political 
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system of the Colony of New Zealand down to the year 1B75. 
On the granting of a Constitution to the Colony in 1854 there 
were established, first, a Colonial Government and a Colonial 
Parliament, and secondly a number of ** Provinces," each with 
control of its own affairs and of the lands within its boundaries. 
Amongst other things. Education was a matter entirely within 
the control of each Province, and the Colonial Parliament had no 
concern with it, at least as far as affected primary and secondary 
Education. The foundation of a Colonial University, however, 
would necessarily be a matter for the Colonial Legislature. 

After the passing of the " University Endowments Act, 
1868," the Parliament did nothing more for two years. Mean- 
while, in 1869 the Provincial Council of Otago established an 
Institution for the purpose of promoting sound learning in the 
Province of Otago, to which was given the name of the 
** University of Otago " ; and power was given to it to grant 
Degrees in Arts, Medicine, and Law. Endowments to the 
extent of 100,000 acres of land were bestowed upon this 
Listitution, and these were afterwards increased by the addition 
of another 100,000 acres. The University of Otago began its 
career in 1871 with only the Faculty of Arts, having three Pro- 
fessors, but in 1873 it added chairs in Law and Medicine. 

In the year 1870 Parliament passed the first ** University 
Act." In this Act, amongst other things which need not now 
be particularised, it was provided : — 1st, that a New Zealand 
University should be established ; 2nd, that the Governing Body 
of the University should have full control, not only over all its 
property and concerns, but also over the Professors who might 
be appointed ; 8rd, that Colleges and Schools might be affiliated 
to the University ; 4th, that the University shall have power to 
grant Degrees in Arts, Law, Medicine, and Music ; 5th, that no 
religious test of any kind should be administered ; 6tb, that 
from the Colonial Treasury a sum of three thousand pounds 
should be granted in every year to the University ; and 7th, 
that negotiations might be entered upon with the existing 
"University of Otago" for an amalgamation of the two 
Institutions. 

The negotiations referred to did not result in any satisfactory 
conclusion, and for the time the " University of Otago " remained 
aloof. 

In the year 1878 the Provincial Council of the Province of 
Canterbury passed an Ordinance establishing the ^* Canterbury 
College," and it set apart in various ways more tban 800,000 
acres of land for its endowment. It was intended, and although 
not explicitly stated it was indicated in this Ordinance that the 
College should form part of the New Zealand University. 
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By the year 1874 it had hecome apparent to the majority of 
the people of the Colony that the existence of two Universities 
in so small a population would he prejudical to puhlic interests. 
Several Collegiate and Scholastic Institutions had heen affiliated 
to the New Zealand University, and students in various parts of 
the'Colony were pursuing already a course leading to Degrees. 
It is not desirahle that all the controversial discussions which 
have taKen place in regard to this matter should now he revived. 
It is sufficient to say that in 1874 deputations from Canterbury 
and Otago (the only two • Provinces which had evinced a desire 
to establish University Colleges) waited upon the Senate of the 
New Zealand University, and, after full discussion, the following 
agreement was arrived at : — 

1st. It was agreed that an Act of Parliament should be 

promoted, repealing the ** University Act of 1870," 

and re-establishing the New Zealand University as 

an examining and not a teaching Institution. This 

provision would prevent any interference by the 

University with the internal arrangements of the 

Colleges — the appointments of Professors, and the 

management of endowments. 

2nd. It was agreed that the Standard of Examination in 

the University should be as nearly as possible that 

of the University of London. 

3rd. It was agreed that on the passing of such an Act 

as would embody the views of the deputation, the 

Canterbury College and the University of Otago 

would become affiliated to the University of New 

Zealand. 

At its session of 1874 the New Zealand Parliament passed 

the desired Act, and, in addition to the provisions above 

enumerated, it empowered the University to confer Degrees in 

Science. » 

To state the case briefly, the Colony of New Zealand may 
be said to have passed through several stages of an educational 
career from 1867 to 1875. In the early part of this period the 
population was sparse, and whatever aspirations existed in some 
minds for Higher Education they were not more than vague and 
general desires. Later, some practical steps were taken in 
different parts of the Colony towards a concrete system ; but 
even these were but defective, and amongst the *' affiliated 
Institutions " of that time were several which nowadays are re- 
garded as no more than good secondary schools. After 1875 this 
was changed. The inferior Institutions dropped out : the only 
two which, at that time, could give anything like a University 
course, remained " Affiliated " : and the Senate of the University 
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cQuld, without hindrance, frame its Statutes so as to ensure to 
the utmost of its ahility the giving to the Colonial youth of hoth 
sexes as good an education as could be procured out of Europe. 
On these Unes the University has progressed until now. 

In 1877 and 1884 Her Majesty the Queen granted charters 
to the University. 

In 1879 a Boyal Commission was appointed by His Excel- 
lency the Governor to enquire into the whole question of Higher 
Education in the Colony. The Commissioners, after a long 
investigation, during which they took • evidence from many per- 
sons interested in educational 'matters, sent in a Beport accom- 
panied by a Draft Bill for a new " University Act." This Bill 
contained certain amendments to the existing one, the principal 
change being in the direction of bringing the Colleges into 
closer touch with the Senate of the University ; and it further 
provided that there should be four properly equipped University 
Colleges — at Auckland, Wellington, Christchurch, and Dunedin. 

The proposed Bill was not submitted to Parliament, but in 
1882 an Act was passed estabhshing the Auckland University 
College, which has been in operation ever since, has a proper 
staff of Professors, and is affiliated to the University in the same 
way as the Colleges in Canterbury and Otago. 

Nothing was done regarding a College at Wellington until 
1894, when the ** Middle District of New Zealand University 
Act " was passed, founding such a College. As, however, this 
Act made no provision for any funds or endowments, no progress 
was made under it. In 1897 this Act was repealed by an 
Act founding the Victoria College, which has the same juris- 
diction, is endowed with funds, and is now affihated to the 
University. 

At the present time, therefore, the New Zealand University 
ooHsists of a paramount examining body exercising through its 
Statutes and system very great influence on the whole scheme 
of Education — primary, secondary, and collegiate — in the Colony, 
and four well-equipped Affiliated Institutions in which the work 
of University teaching is carried on. Now that the Victoria 
College is properly established, every part of New Zealand is 
within reach of a thorough system of Higher Education. 

The successful and rapid growth of the University has been 
very marked. In 1902 there axe in the four Affiliated In- 
stitutions 68 Professors and Lecturers : the University has 
(since 1876) conferred 908 Degrees on 767 persons: there 
were during 1901 more than 960 Undergraduates pursuing the 
University course : and a total nuinber of 1,866 came up at all 
the examinations of the year (inclusive of Matriculation). 
The population of the Colony included, at the census 



17 

'Of 1901, 1012,089 persons between the ages of 16 and 21 
years ; and the figures given above are not at all unsatisfactory 
for a young country. 

The distinctive features of the New Zealand University may 
he briefly summarised as follows : — 

1. Although in itself only an examining Institution, 

it is enabled, by the prescriptions made in its 
Statutes for the courses of study necessary to 
obtain Degrees, to control very effectually the 
whole colonial system of education. In fact, from 
the primary schools up to the Colleges, the lines 
upon which the teaching is carried on are directed 
towards the University standard. 

2. Whilst insisting that all its Undergraduates shall, 

by annually passing an examination in one of the 
Colleges, give evidence of continuous study under 
a proper standard, it has made all possible allow- 
ance for the geographical difficulties of the Colony 
and for the small means of many students, by a 
system of exemption from attendance at College 
lectures in Arts subjects. But it recognises that 
in subjects of Science such an exemption would 
be mischievous, and does not permit it. 
8. Eeceiving from the Colonial Treasury an annual 
subsidy of £8,000, the University returns to the 
public, by its system of Scholarships, an amount 
which, in the year 1901, reached £1,800. 

4. The fees charged by the University are on the 

lowest possible scale ; and in the Faculties of 
Arts, Science, and Law a student may attain .a 
Bachelor's Degree, including all fees payable to 
his College, for less than £40, spread over three 
years : in Medicine the total fees would amount 
to £110, spread over five years. 

5. The annual examinations of the Colleges are con- 

ducted by the Professors in those Colleges. But 
the University examinations in the Faculties of 
Arts, Science, Law and Music, are conducted by 
examiners resident in the United Kingdom ; and 
the Senate takes every care that the most eminent 
men in Great Britain are selected in each branch 
of study for this purpose. In the Faculty of 
Medicine it is not possible to carry out this 
system, and the Medical examinations are there- 
fore conducted in the Colony, each subject being 
under two examiners, one of whom is not con- 
nected with the teaching staff. 
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6. The Governing Body of the University is the 
Senate of 24 Fellows, including a Chancellor and 
a Vice- Chancellor. There is also a Court of Con- 
vocation, consisting of the Graduates, which ha» 
the power of recommending to the Senate from 
time to time whatever action it may deem 
necessary. 

As regards the inclusion of women, the University of New 
Zealand has, from its inception, made not the least distinction 
of sex amongst its students and graduates.

5. Any member having business to bring forward at any meeting may have 

a notice of it inserted in the circular calling such meeting, if notice 
of such business be given to the Clerk one month before the day of 
such meeting.

OHAPTER I.-OENEi^AlL.. 



THE CALENDAE. 

There shall be a University Calendar, the announcements in 
which shall be, and shall be deemed to be, sufficient official 
announcements to all members of the University. 

TITLES OF STATUTES. 

Every Statute made by the Senate shall be distinguished by 
a Short Title, indicating the subject of such Statute, and may 
be cited or referred to by such Short Title. 

THE SEAL OF THE UNIVERSITY. 

The seal shall bear the following blazon : Within a circular 
ribbon, and on a ground diapree, an antique escocheon, bearing 
azure, between four estoils of eight points in cross argent, a book 
open fesswise of the same, edged and indexed proper. Motto : 
On an escrol argent fimbriated gules surmounting the ground 
diapree and passing behind the escocheon, the words ** Sapere 
aude." 

MEETINGS OF THE SENATE. 

I. The Senate of the University in session assembled shall 
convene and appoint the time and place of meeting of the said 
Senate for each successive session, and so on from session to 
session. 

n. The Chancellor, or the Vice- Chancellor, or, in case of the 
absence of both from the Colony, the Registrar, shall convene 
a meeting of the Senate upon a written requisition of not less

than ten Fellows, setting forth the objects for which the meeting 
is required to be convened ; and the meeting shall be called not 
less than thirty days after the receipt of the requisition by 
the Chancellor, or Yice-Chancellor, or Eegistrar, as the case 
may be. 

in. The Chancellor, or, in his absence from the Colony, the 
Vice-Chancellor, may of his own proper motion convene special 
meetings of the Senate. 

THE EEGULATION OF PROXIES. 

I. Proxies shall be delivered in form as follows : — 

*' I, A.B., do hereby empower CD. to exercise my right 
of voting at E.F. Meeting of the Senate of the 
University of New Zealand." 

II. Any Fellow having given such proxy shall retain the 
right of cancelling that proxy or suspending it in regard to any 
specified question, either by letter or telegram addressed to the 
Chancellor or Vice-Chancellor. 

in. No proxy shall be available for any session save the one 
for which it was given. 

DIPLOMAS. 

I. Each successful candidate for a degree shall receive a 
diploma under the hand of the Chancellor, sealed with the 
University seal, certifying that such a degree has been conferred. 
The form of such diploma shall be as follows : — 

'* A.B. has been duly admitted to the degree of 
in the University of New Zealand. 

** Given under my hand this day of 

one thousand nine hundred 

"CD., Chancellor." 

II. Each successful candidate for Honours shall receive a 
diploma under the hand of the Chancellor, sealed with tibe sead 
of the University, in the following form : 

** A.B. who was admitted in the year to the degree

** Given under my hand this day of , one 

thousand nine hundred 

"CD., Chancellor.'* 

CONFERRING OF DEGREES. 

Every degree gained by examination shall be conferred by 
the Chancellor, or a deputy appointed by him, either at a publie 
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meetiiig summoned for the purpose at one of the four prmcipal 

centres of the colony, or at a meeting of the University Senate. 

The form of words to be used by the Chancellor or his deputy 

shall be as follows : — 

" By the authority of the Senate of the New Zealand 
University, I, A.B., Chancellor (or acting on behalf 
of the Chancellor) now confer upon CD. the degree 
of in this University." 

ACADEMIC DRESS. 

I. Graduates must appear at all public ceremonies of the 
University in the academic costume proper to their degree, 
but graduates admitted ad eundem may wear the academic 
costume of their own University. 

n. The robe for the Chancellor of the University is a black 
silk gown, with scarlet-velvet collar and facings embroidered 
-with gold. 

m. The robe for the Vice-Chancellor is a black silk gown, 
with scarlet-velvet collar and facings embroidered with gold less 
richly than that of the Chancellor. 

rV. The costume of a Fellow of the University is a black- 
silk gown edged with scarlet cord, acd a black- velvet trencher 
with tassel. 

V. The robe for the Registrar is black-silk, with scarlet-silk 
•collar and facings. 

VI. The gown for the Bachelor of Arts is the same as that 
of the Cambridge Bachelor of Arts ; the hood is of the same 
size and shape as that of the Cambridge Master of Arts, and 
is lined with pink silk and bordered with white fur. 

VII. The gown for the Master of Arts is the same as that of 
the Cambridge Master of Arts ; the hood is the same size and 
shape as that of the Cambridge Master of Arts, and is lined with 
pink silk. 

VIII. The gown for the Bachelor of Science is the same as 
that of the Bachelor of Arts ; the hood is of the same size 
and shape as that of the Bachelor of Arts, and is lined with dark 
blue silk and bordered with white fur. 

IX. The gown for the Doctor of Science is the same as that 
of the Bachelor of Science ; the hood is of the same shape as 
that of the Bachelor of Science, and is lined with dark blue silk. 

X. The gown for the Bachelor of Laws is the same as that 
of the Bachelor of Arts ; the hood is of the same size and shape 
as that of the Bachelor of Arts, and is lined with light-blue silk, 
and bordered with white fur. 
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XI. The gown for the Doctor of Laws is the same as that of 
the Master of Arts ; the hood is of the same size and shape as 
that of the Master of Arts, and is lined with light-hlue silk. 

XII. The gown for the Bachelor of Medicine is the same as 
that of the Bachelor of Arts ; the hood is of the same size and 
shape as that of the Bachelor of Arts, and is lined with mauve 
silk and bordered with white fur. 

XIII. The gown for the Doctor of Medicine is the same as 
that of the Master of Arts ; the hood is of the same size and 
shape as that of the Master of Arts, and is lined with mauve 
silk. 

XIV. The gown for the Bachelor of Music is the same as 
that of the Bachelor of Arts ; the hood is of the same size and 
shape as that of the Bachelor of Arts, and is lined with white 
silk and bordered with white fur. 

XV. The gown for the Doctor of Music is the same as that 
of the Master of Arts ; the hood is of the same size and shape 
as that of the Master of Arts, and is Hned with white silk. 

XVI. The cap for all graduates is a black trencher with 

tassel.

AFFILIATED INSTITUTIONS AND RECOGNISED 
PROFESSIONAL SCHOOLS. 

I. Collegiate or scholastic Institutions in the Colony may be 
affiliated under the following conditions : — 

(a.) That such Institutions provide, for the purpose ot 
teaching and lecturing, lecture-rooms with suitable 
apparatus and appliances. 

(6.) That for a period of not less than six months in each 
year lectures shall be regularly given by the teachers 
and lecturers of such Institutions. 

(c.) That it be shown to the satisfaction of the Senate 
that such Institutions are competent to supply, 
through their professors, lecturers, and teachers, a 
three years' course of instruction in Latin, Pure 
Mathematics, and not less than four of the other 
subjects of study prescribed for the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts. 

n. It shall be the duty of the governing body of each affi- 
liated Institution to make a report to the Senate, in the mouth 
of December in each year, of the number and subjects of lectures 
delivered to the undergraduates in such Institution during the 
year last past, and such report shall include a statement of the 
terms kept, and conditions on which attendance is reckoned, and 
the general course of instruction followed. 

in. Any Institution affiliated to the University may cease to 
be so affiliated upon application to that effect being made by the 
governing body of such Institution to the Chancellor, or by 
resolution of the Senate if the annual report be not made, or if 
the report shall fail to show that the three years* course of 
instruction required in the conditions of affiliation is duly supplied. 
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IV. Each affiliated Institution shall, between the 1st day of 
October and the 81st day of December in each year, hold 
examinations in all the subjects taught under the conditions of 
affiliation, in which students may desire to be examined. 

The names of the undergraduates who shall have passed the 
several examinations shall be forwarded to the Registrar of the 
University. 

Y. A recognised school is required to make an annual report 
to the Senate of the same kind as that which an affiliated Insti- 
tution is required to make, and may cease to be recognised if 
its governing body make application to that effect to the 
Chancellor, or by resolution of the Senate if the annual report 
be not made, or if the provision made by the school for the 
instruction of its students cease to be sufficient for the purposes 
for which the recognition was accorded. 

Note. — The Otago University is a recognised School of Medicine ; 
the Canterbury Agricultural College, Lincoln, is a recognised School of 
Agriculture; Canterbury College is a recognised School of Mechanical, 
Electrical and Civil Engineering ; the University of Otago is a recognised 
School of Mining and Metallurgical Engineering. The first year in 
Engineering may be taken at any of the affiliated Colleges. 
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ETJNOEM. 



ADMISSION AD EUNDEM. 

I. Any person who has passed the Matriculation Examina- 
tdon of any chartered University, or completed any pai-t of his 
undergraduate course at any such University, may on the 
approval of the Chancellor be admitted to Matriculation without 
examination ; and any person so admitted shall have the same 
standing, with respect to the keeping of terms only, as he would 
have had if any terms which he has kept in another University 
had been kept in the University of New Zealand. Provided that 
where the Senate is satisfied that the work done by the person 
applying for admission is equivalent to similar work required 
from undergraduates of the New Zealand University, the Chan- 
cellor may admit him ad eundem statum with respect to the 
passing of examinations also. Applicants under this section 
must send to the Registrar — (a) Any evidence in their possession 
of their standing at their former University : (6) A fee of two 
guineas : (c) A statutory declaration of identity. 

II. Any person who shall have been admitted to the Degree 
of Bachelor of Arts, Master of Arts, Bachelor of Medicine, 
Doctor of Medicine, Bachelor of Laws, Doctor of Laws, Bachelor 
of Music, Doctor of Music, Bachelor of Science, Doctor of 
Science, in any of the following Universities — namely, Oxford, 
Cambridge, Glasgow, Aberdeen, St. Andrew's, Edinburgh, 
Dublin, JDurham, London, Boyal University of Ireland, Victoria 
University, Sydney, Melbourne, or Adelaide — may be ad- 
mitted by the Senate to the same degree in the University 
of New Zealand. Candidates must, on or before the 
first day of the meeting of the Senate in any year, lodge 
with the Eegistrar as evidence a diploma or Calendar of 
the University to which they have formerly belonged, or a 
certificate of the Eegistrar or other recognised officer of the 
said University, together with proof of their identity by means 
of a statutory declaration or a certificate from a member of the 
Senate. 

m. The fee for admission ad eundem, either as a graduate 
or as an undergraduate, shall be two guineas, and shall be paid 
by the applicant at the time of making appHcation for such 
admission. Provided that a candidate for admission ad eundem 
may be admitted to more than one degree at one time without 
paying any additional fee.

CONDUCT OF UNIVERSITY EXAMINATIONS. 

I. The examinations shall be held at such places within the 
Colony as shall be appointed by the Chancellor, and at the times 
notified in the Calendar for each year. 

II. Every candidate for any examination must give notice in 
writing of his intention to present himself for such examination ; 
and the notice must be sent so as to be in the hands of the 
Registrar by the date notified in the Calendar for the giving of 
such notice. The notice must be accompanied by the prescribed 
fee : Provided that the notice and fee may be received within 
seven days after the prescribed date if accompanied by a 
special fee of two guineas in addition to the prescribed fee. 

III. The examinations shall be conducted by means of papers 
to be severally prepared by the Examiners, and three hours 
shall be allowed for each paper. 

IV. Candidates shall write out answers to the questions in 
the presence of a Supervisor, who shall be appointed by the 
Chancellor, and in accordance with such detailed instructions as 
may be furnished by the Chancellor. 

V. The written answers shall be transmitted by the Super- 
visor to the Registrar, and shall by him be transmitted to the 
Examiners — that is to say, each answer to the Examiner who 
set the paper, who shall examine the same and report thereon 
to the Chancellor. 

VI. The Examiners and Supervisors shall receive such re- 
muneration for their services as the Senate shall in, each case 
determine. 

VII. As soon as convenient after the examination, each 
Examiner shall return the papers of the candidates to the 
Registrar, or to the University's Agent in the country where 
the Examiners may reside.

MATEICULATION. 

I. Every student upon entering the University shall be 
matriculated — that is, shall have his name enrolled upon the 
books of the University. No student shajl be matriculated* until 
he has passed the Matriculation Examination {see page 58). 
Students who have passed the Preliminary Examination of 
Medical Students, Junior Scholars, and unsuccessful candidates 
for Junior Scholarships who, in the opinion of the Chancellor, 
upon the report of the Examiners, are fit to be matriculated, 
jshall be held to have passed the Matriculation Examination. 

n. Every student shaU, at Matriculation, make the following 
•declaration : — 

" I do solemnly promise that I will faithfully obey the 
Statutes ot the University, so far as they apply to 
me ; and I hereby declare that I believe myself to 
have attained the age of sixteen years.'' 

III. No examination passed by any student before he has 
made the foregoing declaration can count towards the keeping 
of terms.

TERMS AND LECTURES. 

• 

I. Any student matriculated to the University, whose name 
is on the books of an affiliated College, and who has attended 
its lectures and passed its annual examination, shall be deemed 
to have kept the terms of the year ; provided that the passing 
of the annual examination shall not be required of students who 
are qualifying themselves for the degree of Bachelor of Medi- 
cine, or for any of the professional branches of the degree of 
Bachelor of Science. But such students in Medicine or Science 
must in all cases furnish to the Chancellor certificates showing 
that they have attended the classes and passed the examina- 
tions prescribed in their College course to the satisfaction of 
their teachers. 

II. Any student may have his name transferred from the 
books of one affiliated College to those of another on giving 
notice in writing to the Chancellor of the New Zealand Univer- 
sity and to the Registrars of the affiliated Colleges concerned ; 
and no student whose name has been on the books of one 
affiliated College can keep terms at another unless his name 
has been duly transferred in accordance with the require- 
ments of this Section. 

Note. — ^A student desiring transfer must send to the Registrar of the 
University a letter from the Begistrar of each of the Colleges interested, 
stating that he has effected the necessary changes in the books of the 
College. 

III. Any student who does not reside within ten miles of an 
affiliated College, or who is engaged in acquiring a profession or 
trade, or earning a livelihood, shall not be required to attend 
lectures as a condition of keeping terms while qualifying himself 
for the degree of Bachelor of Arts, or for the ordinary degree 
of Bachelor of Science, or for the degree of Bachelor of 
Laws ; but a student entitled to exemption from attendance 
at lectures under this Statute must have his name on the books 
of an affiliated College, and must pass its annual examination in 
order to keep the terms of the year.* 
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IV. No student shall be allowed to present himself for 
examination in any branch of Physical Science, or of Natural 
Science, or of Chemistry, either at the annual examination of 
an affiliated College or at any degree examination prescribed 
by the University, unless subsequently to matriculation he 
has both attended the regular course of instruction in the 
subject at the affiliated College to which he is attached, and 
gone through a prescribed course of practical work in the 
subject.

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THE BOWEN PRIZE. 

[This Prize arises from a donation by the late Sir G. F. Bowen, E.G.M .G.^

I. There shall be a prize, to be called the " Bowen Prize," 
of the value of not more than ten pounds, to be given every 
alternate year for the best essay, as hereinafter provided. The 
prize shall be of books, and each volume shall be suitably 
bound, and shall be impressed with the seal of the University. 

II. The prize shall be open to all matriculated students of 
the University who shall not have taken their degree, but it shall 
not be awarded more than once to the same undergraduate. 

III. The Examiners shall be the Chancellor, the Vice- 
Chancellor, and one other person to be appointed by the Senate 
of the University in each year: Provided that such last- 
mentioned person shall hold office till the appointment of his 
successor : Provided also that in the case of a vacancy occur- 
ring in the above-mentioned body of Examiners, the Chancellor 
shall appoint some ^t person to supply such vacancy. 

Note : — The decision of the Examiners is made known, and the Prize 
awarded, by the Senate at its annual session in February ; the next award 
of the Biennial Prize will be made in February 1902. 

IV. The subject for the essay shall be selected by the 
Examiners appointed as above, or any two of them, and shall be 
given out in the month of March in each alternate year ; and the 
essays shall be sent in to the Eegistrar before the 81st December 
in the year to which the subject is assigned.' 






V. The subject of the essay shall be connected with, or shall 
l)ear reference to, British History, or the history, institutions, or 
destinies of the British Colonies, or any of them. 

Subject for the Essay, 1903 : — '* The recent changes in the relations of 
European and Oriental Civilisations."

* The essays must be sent in with a motto prefixed, but -without the name of 
the writer attached thereto. The name and address of the candidate must be 
enclosed in a separate sealed envelope, on the outside of which is to be written the 
motto prefixed to the essay. Essays should be type-written in quarto, with a 
margin of one inch. Competitors are specially advised to study conciseness 
and clearness of thought and expression. Very great importance will also 
be attached by the Examiners to originality and independence of thought. 
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THE MACMILLAN-BROWN MEMORIAL PRIZE. 

[This Prize arises from a Fond of about £110 raised by subscription amongst 
students of the Canterbury College for the purpose set forth in the 
Statute, in commemoration of the serrices of Professor John 
Macmillan-Brown, M.A., who held the chair of English Language 
and Literature, History and Political Economy from 1871 to 1896 in 
Canterbury College.] 

I. There shall be a prize, to be called '* The Macmillan- 
Brown Memorial Prize,'* of the value of not more than ten 
pounds, to be given every alternate year for the best 
imaginative composition either in prose or verse, at the option 
of the competitors, as hereinafter provided. The prize shall 
consist of books, and each volume shall be suitably bound, and 
shall be impressed with the arms of the University. 

II. The prize shall be open to all matriculated students of 
the University who shall not have taken their degree, but it shall 
not be awarded more than once to the same undergraduate. 

III. There shall be three Examiners, of whom one shall be a 
member of the Senate, one a Professor of English Literature in 
a College affiliated to the New Zealand University (or if the 
services of a Professor shall not be available then such other 
person as the Senate shall appoint), and one a Graduate of the 
New Zealand University. Such examiners shall from time to 
time be appointed by the Senate, and in the event of a vacancy 
occurring the Chancellor shall appoint some fit person to supply 
such vacancy. 

Note. — The decision of the Examiners is made known, and the prize 
awarded by the Senate at its annual session in February. The next 
award of the Biennial Prize will be made in February, 1903. 

IV. The subject for each competition shall be appointed from 
time to time by the Senate and shall be one capable of imagina- 
tive treatment, and in awarding the prize regard shall be had 
chiefly to the originality, imaginative power, and artistic merit 
of the composition. 

V. The subject appointed shall be announced in the University 
Calendar, and competitors shall be required to send in their 
compositions to the Registrar not later than the month of 
December in the year to which the subject is assigned.* 

Subject for 1902 : — The Future of Imperialism. 

« The essays must be sent in with a motto prefixed, but without the name of 
the writer attached thereto. The name and address of the candidate must be 
enclosed in a separate sealed envelope, on the outside of which is to be written the 
motto prefixed to the essay. The composition should be type written in quarto 
with a margin of one inch, and should not be of greater length than an ordinary 
magazine article. 
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THE SCHOLAESHIP FUND. 

I. The sum of one thousand five hundred pounds out of the 
annual income of the University shall be appropriated yearly, 
and paid into a separate account, for the establishment from 
time to time of Scholarships according to regulations to be made 
by the Senate. Any sums which may not have been expended 
during any year out of funds appropriated to Scholarships may 
be invested from time to time as the Senate may direct, and the 
interest accruing thereon shall be available for increasing the 
number of Scholarships as occasion may require The balance 
of the University funds shall be appropriated to defraying the 
expenditure incident to the conduct of examinations, and for the 
general purposes of the University, as may be directed by the 
Senate. 



THE VALUE AND TENURE OF ORDINARY 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

I. There shall be ordinary Scholarships of two kinds, to be 
called Junior and Senior Scholarships respectively. 

n. The annual value of each Junior Scholarship shall be 
£80, provided that £20 shall be added to the value of the Scholar- 
ship in the case of every Junior Scholar who is obliged to live 
away from home in order to attend a University College. The 
value of each Senior Scholarship shall be £50. 

ni. The number ot Senior Scholarships to be offered each 
year shall be nine. The number of Junior Scholarships shall 
be fixed by the Senate at the Annual Meeting previous to the 
Examination for such Scholarships.* 

IV. Any junior scholar who may become entitled to the 
benefit of a Senior Scholarship shall thereby vacate his Junior 
Scholarship ; and no scholar shall in any case receive the 
emoluments ol more than one Scholarship at the same time. 



Fifteen Junior Scholarships are offered for 19Q2. 
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JUNIOR SCHOLARSHIPS. 

I. The Junior Scholarships shall he open to candidates who 
are between the ages of sixteen and nineteen on the 1st of 
December in the year in which they offer themselves for exami- 
nation, and who have not been matriculated"^' and who have not 
carried on their studies at any University College or University ; 
and each Scholarship shall be tenable for three years, except as 
herein otherwise provided. 

II. Candidates for Junior Scholarships must state the schools 
at which they have been educated during the previous five years, f 

The Junior Scholarships shall be awarded at an exami- 
nation to be held annually at the same time as the Matriculation 
Examination, and shall depend upon comparative excellence in 
any number (not exceeding five) of the following subjects : — 

1. Latdy. 

2. Greek. 
8. English. 

4. Fbbnch. 

5. German. 

6. Matheicatics. 

7. History and Geogbapht. 

8. Natural and Physical Science. 

The time allowed for each paper set in these subjects shall 
be three hours. 

The following shall be the papers set : —

or sentences of moderate difficulty for transla- 
tion or elucidation ; questions on Roman An- 
tiquities ; questions on Eoman History down to 
the death of Augustus.

The Junior Scholarships shall be awarded to those 
candidates who shall have obtained the highest aggregate of 
marks in any number not exceeding five of the subjects pre- 
scribed in Section lU. of this Statute, and to such subjects the 
values given in the Schedule hereunto appended shall be as- 
signed : Provided that for the purpose of awarding Junior 
Scholarships no marks shall be counted in any subject in which 
the candidate shall have obtained less than one-fifth of the 
value assigned to that subject.

V. As soon as possible after the holding of the Junior 
Scholarship Examination, a list in the order of merit shall be 
published of those who have obtained the Scholarships ; and 
also a list of those who, having failed to obtain a Scholarship, 
have yet obtained three-fourths of the number of marks obtained 
hy the candidate who stands lowest in the list of Junior 
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Scholars ; and those who obtain this proportion of marks shall 
be deemed to have obtained credit. The names of all the 
candidates, and the marks they have obtained in the several 
subjects, shall be published in order of merit. 

YI. No person who has obtained a Junior Scholarship shall 
be allowed to compete for a Junior Scholarship at a subsequent 
examination, unless he gives notice to the Cbancellor, in writing, 
before the 20th of February, that he does not intend to hold the 
scholarship he has won. 

VII. The authority by which the result of the Junior Scholar- 
ship examination is ascertained in each year shall determine how 
many of the candidates in the credit list are eligible to be added to 
the list of Junior Scholars in the event of any vacancy occurring 
therein before the last Wednesday in February in such year. 

Vni. No person shall be entitled to hold a Junior Scholarship 
unless within three months after its acquisition he shall have been 
matriculated as a member of the University, and shall have 
entered his name upon the books of some College affiliated to 
the University, nor unless he shall produce a certificate from the 
Chairman of the Professorial Board of the College to which he 
belongs, that he has attended regularly the course of studies 
and lectures provided by the College, and has made progress 
satisfactory to the Professorial Board of his College : Provided 
that any scholar may, on giving notice to the Chancellor, 
pursue his studies at some affiliated institution other than that 
in which he may have originally entered. 

IX. A Junior Scholarship shall become vacant by neglect 
on the part of the holder to pass each year in at least two 
subjects of the annual examination of the institution upon the 
books of which he may have entered his name, unless the holder 
shall produce proof to the satisfaction of the Chancellor that he 
was unable from illness or other sufficient cause to attend. 

X. All Junior Scholars, unless for any reason specially 
excused by the Chancellor, shall, as a condition of holding their 
Scholarship, be required at the end of their second year after 
matriculation to pass in one section of the examination for the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts, or for the ordinary degree of 
Bachelor of Science. 

XI. The fee for the examination for Junior Scholarships 
shall be one guinea, subject to the provisions of the Statute 
** Conduct of University Examinations " ; but all candidates 
who are admitted to matriculation by means of this examina- 
tion shall pay an additional fee of one guinea, and shall then 
be deemed to have paid the Matriculation Examination fee. 

Note : — A candidate for Junior Scholarship who is also a candidate for 
Medical Preliminary need not pay more by way of fee than if he were a 
candidate for Medical Preliminary only.

I. The Senior Scholarships shall be tenable for one year, and 
shall only be tenable by candidates for Honours.

III. The Senior Scholarships shall be awarded on the results 
of the Senior Scholarship Examination only. 

IV. No Senior Scholarship shall be awarded unless in the 
opinion of the Examiner or Examiners the candidate has shown 
satisfactory proficiency in the subject or group of subjects in 
which he has been examined. In any case in which the 
Examiners find it impossible to discriminate between two 
candidates who are equal for the first place, the amount of the 
Scholarship shall be divided. In the event of one candidate 
being considered by the Examiners to be entitled to two scholar- 
ships on the results of the examination, such candidate shall 
be recorded as having obtained both scholarships, but shall 
receive the emolument of only one of them ; and the Examiners 
shall be at liberty to award the other scholarship to another 
candidate if thev think there is one of sufficient merit.

THE JOHN TINLINE SCHOLARSHIP. 

[This Scholarship arises from a donation in 1886, by John Tinline, Esq., 
of Amuri, of the sum of One Thousand Pounds, for purposes indi- 
cated in this Statute.] 

I. — There shall be a Scholarship to be called " The John 
Tinline Scholarship/' of the annual value of not more than £60, 
tenable for one year.* 

II. The Scholarship shall be awarded on the papers in 
English alone ot the Senior Scholarship Examination, whether 
the candidate be or be not a candidate for a Senior Scholarship. 

III. The Scholarship shall only be tenable by candidates for 
Honours. 

lY. The Scholarship Examination shall be held at the same 
time as the examination fur the degree of Bachelor of Arts and 
of Bachelor of Science, and shall be open to competitors who 
have not already graduated and who are taking the whole ex- 
amination for the degree of Bachelor of Arts or of Bachelor of 
Science, or who are taking the second section of one of those 
examinations. 

y. The Scholarship shall not be awarded to a candidate 
unless he shall have passed, at the time of his candidature, the 
examination for tlie degree of Bachelor of Arts or of Bachelor 
of Science, or the second section of one of those examinations. 

VI. The emoluments of the John Tinline Scholarship shall 
not be etjjoyed concurrently with those of any other Scholarship 
in the University. 

YII. If the candidate standing highest in Eoglish gain a 
Senior Scholarship in English and French or English and 
German, then the John Tialine Scholarship shall be awarded 
to the candidate who stands next highest in English. 

* The present value of the Soholarship is 450. 
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YIU. : The Scholarship shall not be awarded to any candi- 
iate who has not shown satisfactory proficiency in the papers 
forming the subject-matter of the examination. 

IX. Holders of the Scholarship shall furnish to the Chan- 
cellor satisfactory proof that they are prosecuting their studies 
diligently at an affiliated Institution. 

X. The fee for the examination for the Scholarship shall be 
one guinea, subject to the provisions of the Statute '* Conduct of 
University Examinations." 



THE E3:HIBITI0N, 1851, SCIENCE SCHOLAESHIP. 

I. Candidates for nomination to any Science Scholarship 
offered by Her Majesty's Commissioners for the Exhibition of 
1861 to members of the New Zealand University must be 
graduates of the University, and shall be required before 
nomination either to have taken, or to have been reported 
bv the Examiners to be entitled to take, First or Second-Class 
Honours in Chemistry, or in Natural Science, or in Physical 
Science, or in Mathematics and Mathematical Physics. 

II. Every candidate for nomination must send to the Regis- 
trar an original paper embodying the results obtained by himr 
sell in some investigation or research having a direct bearing on 
Productive Industry, in Physics, cr Chemistry, or Natural Science, 
or Engineering, and such paper must be certified by a teacher of 
the subject in an affiliated Institution. 

ni. The papers of all the candidates shall be referred to tlie 
examiners in England, who shall be requested to report to the 
Senate upon their relative merits, and to recommend one of the 
candidates for nomination to the Scholarship. 

[Note. — Her Majesty's Commissioners for the Exhibition of 185i in- 
timate that they hope to offer periodically to the University a Scholarship 
in Sdenoe, to be of the value of £150 a year, and tenable for two ye&rs, with 
the possibility of extension to a third year. The conditions laid down by 
the CommisBioners are as follows : —

for a term of at least three years in an Institution alHliated 
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to the University, which term must not have been com- 
pleted more than twelve months before the time of nomi- 
nation ; and, further, since the completion of their term 
of study candidates must have been engaged solely in 
scientific study. 

[Note.— A bond fide Student of Soienoe is a stadent continuing his 
studies in any of the Scienoies defined in clause i., at an Affiliated' College 
of the University, with a view to graduation or to obtaining Honours. The 
term " study " referred to is the ordinary term of study for a student oompeting 
for a degree or class in Honours, and shall be deemed to be completed when 
it is officially announced that the stadent has obtained such degree or class.] 

(c.) Candidates must indicate high promise of capacity for ad- 
vancing science, or its applications, by original research. 

((/.) The Scholarships may be held at any University in 
England or abroad, or in some other Institution to be 
approved by the Commissioners. A scholar ivlll be ex- 
pected to spend the \irhole of the term of his scholarship 
at an Institution beyond New Zealand. 

f$,) A Scholar must pledge himself that during the tenure 
of his Scholarship he will not accept any position of 
emolument. 

(f,) The scientific work to w^hich the nominee may devote him 
self is limited to those branches of science, the extension 
of w^hich is especially important to the national industries. 

^.) The Commissioners will reserve £25 from the fourth half- 
yearly instalment of a Science Scholarship until the 
receipt of a satisfactory report from the scholar, after the 
expiration of his Scholarship term, of his study and re- 
search during the term. 

Tbe Commissioners have also recently instituted Probationary 
Bursaries, with the following regulations : — 

1. A Bursary is intended for the maintenance for one year 

of a Student who proposes to become a Science Research 
Scholar under the scheme of the Commissioners at the 
expiration of the period covered by the Bursary, in order 
to afford him an opportunity of proving his power to 
carry on independent research. The authorities of an 
institution recommending a Student for a Bursary will 
be presumed to have satisfied themselves that he bond fide 
intends to accept a Scholarship if subsequently appointed 
to one. 

2. An applicant for a Bursary must, except as to evidence 

of capacity for original research, fulfil all the conditions 
for the time being laid down for appointment to a Science 
Research Scholarship. He must have passed a B.Sc. 
examination (or its equivalent) with Honours before the 
commencement of the period covered by the Bursary. 
His age must not exceed 25, except under very special 
circumstances. 
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3. A Bursary is tenable for one year, and is of the value of 

£70, payable by half-yearly instalments in advance, the 
second instalment being payable on the receipt of a certi- 
ficate from the Professor under ivhom the holder has 
been ivorking that he has faithfully performed his duties. 

4. A Bursary ivill be avrarded on condition that the nomi- 

nating institution undertakes to provide for the holder 
facilities for conducting research, and the requisite super- 
vision, free from charge and incidental expenses. 

5. The holder of a Bursary shall devote himself exclusively 

to research, and work preparatory to research, and none 
of his time shall be spent in assisting a teacher in his 
duties. The holder of a Bursary must not hold any other 
Bursary, Scholarship, or position of emolument. 

6. The holder of a Bursary shall on or before 1st May in the 

year of tenure send to the office of the Commissioners an 
account of the research ivork performed by him, together 
ivith an application for appointment to a Science Re- 
search Scholarship. The Commissioners ivill expect to 
receive from the Professor under whom the holder of the 
Bursary shall have worked, a confidential opinion as to 
his capacity and qualifications. 

7. The Commissioners may either appoint the holder of a 

Bursary to a Science Research Scholarship, or at their 
absolute discretion decline to appoint him, and in the 
latter case, shall not be called upon to state any ground 
for their decision. 

8. A Science Research Scholarship, if granted, shall be held 

on the usual conditions attached to Scholarships, or on 
any special conditions w^hich the Commissioners may 
impose. But a Scholar who previously to appointment 
has held a Bursary shall not be eligible for exceptional 
renewal of his Scholarship for a third year.

Oak.) Generalisations of Palaeontology, and 
their bearing upon the theory of evolution; 
homotaxis ; geographical distribution of animals 
and plants in relation to geology, chronological 
classification of rocks, geological eras, and the 
characteristic fossils of the geological periods. 
The general geological structure of New 
Zealand, includiog the broader features of the 
chief systems of rocks, and the most character- 
istic genera (only) of fossils. 

A candidate in Geology will be required to forward to the 
Begistrar, before the examination, a certificate from a teacher of the 
subject in an affiliated Institution, that he passed a practical examination as 
follows : —

by means of their macroscopic characters and specific gravity. The 
identification and description of any of the genera mentioned 
mider (b.)

U. No candidate shall be admitted to the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts unless he shall have passed in six subjects, of which 
two must be Pure Mathematics and either Latin or Greek ; and 
no candidate shall present himself for examination in more 
than two out of the four following subjects* — namely. Applied 
Mathematics, Chemistry, Physics, and Natural Science ; nor in 
more than three of the following subjects — Greek, English, 
French, German, Hebrew. 

III. The examination may be passed in two sections. Either 
three or four subjects of examination, one of which must be 
Latin or Greek or Pure Mathematics, shall constitute the first 
section, which may be taken after two years' terms have been 
kept by the candidate : and the remaining subjects shall con- 
stitute the second section, which may be taken after three years' 
terms have been kept : or at the option of the candidate, all the 
subjects may be taken together after three years* terms have 
been kept. 

IV. No student shall be admitted to the final examination 
for the degree of Bachelor of Arts who has not kept three years' 
terms at some Institution affiliated to the University of New 
Zealand, unless he shall have been admitted as an under- 
graduate under the Statute '* Admission ad eunditn^'* or unless 
he shall be an undergraduate exempted under the Statute 
'* Terms and Lectures " (in which case only the annual exami- 
nation of an affiliated Institution is required), or unless he' shall 
be a teacher who has passed prior to 1885 the first section of 
the examination for the degree of Bachelor of Arts under the 
provisions of the Statute formerly in force in that b( balf. 

Y. Every student intending to present himself for examina- 
tion shall, not later than the 1st day of September preceding 
the examination, signify to the Chancellor the subjects in which 
he shall elect to be examined.! 

VI. The names of the students who pass the examination 
shall be placed in alphabetical order, and shall be published by 
the Chancellor as soon as is convenient after the receipt by him 
of the reports of the Examiners.

Measurement of the angles 
of a crystal or a prism. Determination of the refractive index 
of a solid or a liquid. Comparison of spectra, and mapping 
spectral lines. Methods of determining the wave length of 
light. Measurement of the rotation of the plane of polarisa- 
tion. 

(&.) Electbicity and Magnetism : Determination of the tempera- 
ture coefficient of the magnetic moment of a magnet. Accu- 
rate determination of the magnetic elements. Accurate use of 
Wheatstone's Bridge. Determination of the temperature co- 
efficient of coils.

himself in some investigation or research in Botany. The credit to be 
assigned to this thesis shall not so much depend on the novelty or import- 
ance of the results obtained, as upon the evidence it may afford of ability to 
carry on good practical work, and of the power of independent observation. 
Practical examination (the examination to last six hours) — the dissection 
and microscopical examination of the types printed in italics under (6) 
above : the dissection, microscopical examination and classification of any 
flowering plants belonging to the chief native or introduced orders: the 
general histology of plants : the use of the simpler physiological apparatus.

Science that he has passed a practical examination, and a paper (certified 
in like manner), embodying the results obtained by himself in some 
investigation or research in Zoology. The credit to be assigned to this thesia 
shall not so much depend on the novelty or importance of the results ob- 
tained, as upon the evidence it may afford of ability to carry on good 
practical work, and of the power of independent observation. Practical 
examination (to last for six hours) — the dissection and microscopical ex- 
amination of the types under paragraph 2 above, together with the examina- 
tion of embryos of the chick. Candidates will also be expected to recognise 
and describe any characteristic part of any vertebrate skeletons, as well 
as any typical example of invertebrate exoskeleton. 

(C.) Geology. — Three papers, the division of subjects 
being left to the Examiner. 

The subjects for the Degree of Bachelor of

1. The degree of Doctor of Science shall be given for special 
excellence in some branch of study included in the schedule of 
subjects prescribed in the Statute *' Honours in Science."

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THE DEGREE OF BACHELOR OF SCIENCE IN 

ENGINEERING. 

I. Tbe Degree of Bachelor of Science in Engineering shall 
be'igranted after examinations conducted by the University in 
any one of the following branches of Engineering, namely, 
Mechanical Engineering, Electrical Engineering, Civil En- 
gineering, Mining Engineering, and Metallurgical Engineering. 

II. Every candidate for the degree of Bachelor of Science in 
Engineering must be matriculated and thereafter follow a four 
years' course of study and pass the examinations hereinafter 
prescribed. 

Note. — The first year in Engineering may be taken at any of the 
affiliated Colleges. 

III. In all classes of Engineering the student must, after 
Matriculation, and before obtaining his Degree, spend a certain 
time in practical work. In (1) Mechanical Engineering, and in 
Electrical Engineering, he must speud eighteen months in 
approved workshops ; in (2) Civil Engineering, nine months in 
workshops, and nine months under a Civil Engineer in actual 
practice ; in (3) Mining Engineering, at least twelve months in 
practical work, partly in metal, and partly in coal mines ; in (4) 
Metallurgical Engineering, at least nine months in metal- 
lurgical works. Candidates in classes (8) and (4) must also 
produce ** First Aid'* Certificates from the St. John Ambulance 
Association. 

IV. A student in Engineering who has already, in order 
to qualify himself for a degree in this University, passed in any 
subject as above defined shall be exempt from examination in 
such subject, and any graduate in Science shall be entitled to take 
his course in two years provided that no subject of his Engineering 
course be omitted. 

V. Every candidate for any examination in Engineering 
shall, not later than the 1st day of May preceding the examin- 
ation, signify to the Chancellor the subjects in which he desires 
to be examined.* 

YI. The fee for each of the two examinations in Mechanical, 
in Civil, and in Electrical Engineering shall be six gumeas, and 
if either of these examinations be divided, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, then the fee shall be three guineas for each part. For

(5.) Descriptive Geometry :— 

Lettering and dimensioning, working to scale, con- 
struction to given dimensions of various geo- 
metrical figures, locating points, lines, tangents, 
curves, &o., setting out the ellipse, hyperbola^ 
parabola, cycloid and other curves, projection 
of solids, inter penetration of solids, develop- 
ment of surfaces, surfaces of revolution, projec- 
tion of shadows, isometrical projection, hori- 
zontal projection. 

Note. — Candidates should come to the examination-room provided with 
scales, compasses, set squares, and all drawing instruments.

Y. No one shall be eligible for the degree unless (a) he has 
kept terms for two years at some affihated College, (b) has 
thereafter kept terms for two years at some recognised School 
of Agriculture and (c) holds a certificate from such school of 
having passed an examination in practical farm work. 

NoTB. — ^Keeping terms at a School of Agriculture means attending lectures 
and receiving practical instruction in the subjects 6 to 14 inclusive and 
holding certificates to that effect.

VI. Certificates in Agriculture may be granted by the Uni-

Veterinary Surgery and Hygiene, — Comparative 
osteology (rudimentary) of horse, ox and sheep. 
Physiology of dentition in horse, ox, sheep, and 
pig, especially as indicative of age. Physiology 
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af gestation, diseftsee nioidental to pregnant 
state. Description of digestive organs of horse, 
ox, and sheep ; also their physiology and most 
ordinary diseases. Contagious and other 
diseases of farm stock. 

YIII. One paper shall he set in each of the following 
subjects : (a) General Principles of Agriculture ; (b) Botany ;

V. Candidates exempt from examination in at least two of 
the subjects of the Intermediate Examination under Section 
IX. of the Statute "The Degrees of Bachelor of Medicine 
and Bachelor of Surgery,'* shall be treated as though their 
registration had been antedated twelve months.

Arithmetic ; algebra, including easy quadratic equa- 
tions; geometry, including the subject-matter 
of E uclid, books i . , ii . , iii. , and simple deductions.

unprescribed books ; translation into Greek of 
short idiomatic English sentences ; or 

(b) A Modern Language — Grammar ; translation into 

English from unprescribed books; translation 
of a continuous English passage, and of short 
idiomatic English sentences. 

Note. — The papers of the Matriculation Examination will be used, 
additional questions for Medical candidates being set in English, Algebra, 
ftod Geometry. A candidate who fails to pass the Medical Preliminary may 
still pass for Matriculation if he passes in sufficient subjects. 

II. Any student who has passed the first section of the ex- 
amination for the Degree of Bachelor of Arts, or Bachelor of 
Science, or Bachelor of Laws, may be registered as a Medical 
Siiadent on passing in such subjects of the Preliminary Medical 
Examination as he did not pass at Matriculation, and has not 
passed in a subsequent University examination.

lY. Excellence in one or more subjects at an examination 
shall not compensate for failure in others. 

V. A Candidate who has failed in any of the subjects 
of the Intermediate Examination, or in the First or Second 
Professional Examinations, shall be admitted to a special 
examination, to be held in the month of April. A Candidate 
who fails in this special examination must keep terms 
before he can be re-admitted to examination in November ; and 
failed Candidates who do not take this special examination, 
and all those who fail to pass the Third Professional Examina- 
tion, must keep terms for one year before they can be re-admitted 
to examination. The fees for the special examinations in April 
shall be as follows : — Two guineas for each subject of the 
Intermediate Examination, and eight guineas for either of the 
Professional examinations : subject in each case to the provisions 
of the Statute *' Conduct of University Examinations."

A candidate in Biology will be required to forward to the 
Registrar before the Examination a certificate from a teacher of 
Biology in an Afiiliated College that he has attended a course of 
lectures and practical instruction in the subject, as defined above, 
to the satisfaction of the teacher, and that he has passed a 
practical examination in it. 

(2.) Physics (One Paper) :— 

The scope of the subject Physics is the same as for 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts {see page 59), but 
the standard is lower. 
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A candidate in Physics will be required to forward to the 
Registrar before the Examination a certificate from a teacher of 
Physios in an Affiliated College, that he has attended a course of 
lectures and practical instruction in the subject, as defined above, 
to the satisfaction of the teacher, and that he has passed a 
practical examination in it. 

(3.) Inorganic Chemistry (One paper) :— 

The chemical relations of cohesion, heat, light, and 
electricity ; the general principles of chemical 
combmation, notation, and nomenclature ; the 
description and classification of the more im- 
portant elements and compounds, qualitative 
analysis and calculations of chemical problems.

A candidate in Inorganic Chemistry will be required to 
forward to the Registrar before the Examination a certificate 
from a teacher of Chemistry in an Affiliated College, that he has 
attended a course of lectures on the subject, as defined above, to 
the satisfaction of the teacher, and that he has gone through a 
course of practical work in accordance with the following 
syllabus, and passed a practical examination in it : —

(4.) Organic Chemistry:— 

Elementary organic analysis. Determination of 
molecular weights. Isomerism and polymer- 
ism. The preparation, purification, properties, 
and relationships of the following compounds : 
Methane, ethane, and their chlorinated deriva- 
tives ; ethylene, acetylene, benzene, toluene, 
and xylene, terebene, and camphor ; methyl, 
ethyl, and amyl- alcohols, glycerin, mannitt-, 
phenol, and pyrogallic acid ; ethyl aldehyde, 
benzaldehyde and chloral ; ethyl ether, acetone ; 
the fatty acids, with special reference to formic,

of graduation ; 

(8) Of having attended a course of not less than one 
hundred lectures on Surgery ; 

(4) Of having attended a course of not less than 50 

lectures on Clinical Surgery ; 

(5) Of having attended a course of instruction in 

practical, including operative, Surgery ; 

(6) Of having attended a course of not less than one 

hundred lectures on Medicine ; 

(7) Of having attended a course of not less than 50 

lectures, on Clinical Medicine ; 

(8) Of havmg attended a course of not less than 

sixty lectures on Midwifery and Diseases of 
Women ; 

(9) Of having received practical instruction in 

Diseases of Women ; 

(10) Of having attended a course of instruction, 

systematic and practical, on Diseases of the 
Eye; 

(11) Of having received practical instruction in the 

administration of anaesthetics ; 

(12) Of having received a three years' course of 

regular clinical instruction in Medical and 
Surgical practice in a hospital recognised by 
the University, such hospital to contain not 
less than one hundred beds, and having a 
distinct staff of physicians and surgeons. This 
certificate must state that the candidate has 
acted as clerk for six months in the medical 
wards, and as dresser for six months in the 
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surgical wards, and as dresser for three months 
in the caaualiy room at a boepiftal. Six 

raonflis of this hospital practice may be taken 
at a lunatic asylum containing not less than 
one hundred beds ; 

(13) Of having attended six midwifery cases ; 

(14) Of dispensary practice for six months, either in 

the out-patient department of a hospital, or 
at a public dispensary, or with a qualified 
practitioner ; 

(15) Of having had instruction and practice in 

Vaccination ; 

(16) Of having had clinical instruction in Insanity 

at an asylum containing not less than two 
hundred beds. 

Candidates in Surgery will be examined practically as to 
surgical applications and surgical anatomy, and may be required 
to operate on the dead body. 

XX. The fee for the Third Professional Examination shall 
be five guineas, subject to the provisions of the Statute ** Con- 
duct of University Examinations." 

XXI. No student shall be admitted to the Third Professional 
examination until he has kept five years* terms at a Medical 
School recognised by the Senate. 

Note. — The University of Otago is recognised as a Medical School, but 
Medical Students may keep their first year, in Biology, Physics, or Chemis- 
try, at the Auckland University College, Victoria College, or the Canterbury 
College. 

XXII. Certificates of instruction and practical work in 
Chemistry, Biology, and Physics shall be accepted from any of 
the following Institutions — namely, the University of Otago, 
Canterbury College, Victoria College, Auckland University 
College, and the Institutions defined in Section I. of the Statute 
''Admission ad evmdem,'' 

Certificates in all subjects of medical instruction shall be 
accepted from Medical Schools in New Zealand, from the Insti- 
tutions defined in Section I. of the Statute ^* Admission ad 
eundem " which have estabhshed Medical Schools, and from the 
Medical Licensing Bodies which are recognised by the General 
Medical Council of Great Britain. 

. Every certificate of class attendance, or of practical work 
required by this Statute, must state that the candidate has. 
t^atisfied the teacher by whom the certificate is given.

XXEII. Any candidate who produces satisfactory evidence 
that he has passed an examination iu Cliemistry, or in Biology, 
or in Physics, required for a degree in Medicine at a University 
in the United Kingdom or in the Colonies, or for the Fellowship 
of the Eoyal College of Surgeons in England, shall, suhject to 
the approval of the Chaucellor^ be exempt from examination in 
any of these subjects in whic}i he has so passed. 

XXIV. A Bachelor of Medicine, by examination, of the New 
Zealand University, is entitled to the degree of Bachelor of 
Surgery, on payment of a fee of five guineas. 



THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF MEDICINE. 

I. A candidate for the degree of Doctor of Medicine must 
have obtained the Degree of Bachelor of Medicine at least three 
years previously, and must have been engaged during the interval 
in the practice and study of his profession ; provided that, in 
the case of any Bachelor of Medicine who has spent one year 
.as House Surgeon to a Hospital containing not less than one 
hundred beds, or who has spent one year in medical study in 
Europe, the interval may be reduced to two years. 

II. The candidate is required to present for approval a thesis, 
introducing original observations on some branch of Medicine 
(exclusive of Surgery). 

n. The candidate is also required to present himself for 
-examination, and the examination shall consist of two papers, 
one a general paper on Medicine (exclusive of Surgery), and the 
other on one of the following branches, at the option of the 
.candidate : — 

(a) Diseases of the Chest ; 

{b) Diseases op the Digestive and Urinary Systems; 

(c) Nervous Diseases ; 

(rf) Diseases of Children ; 

{e) MmwiFERY ; 

(/) Mental Diseases. 

IV. The fee for examination for the Degree of Doctor of 
[Medicine shall be five guineas. 

Note. — The examination shall be held in January. Candidates* 
notices and fees mast be sent to the Registrar in May. The thesis must 
rbe sent to the Registrar before the date of examination. 
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THE DEGREE OF BACHELOR OF LAWS. 

KoTB. — ^Persons who passed the Barristers' General Knowledge Examination 
under the Judges prior to 1890 may be admitted as Undergraduates 
of the University, without further examination, on payment of the 
Fee of Two Guineas.

I. Every candidate for Honours in Law must present 
himself for examination for Honours within two years of his 
passing the examination for the Degree of Bachelor of Laws. 
A candidate for Honours in Law must, before presenting 
himself for examination, have taken out his diploma for the 
Degree of Bachelor of Laws. 

II. Candidates for Honours shall pass an examination in 
one subject selected from each of the following groups : —

The History and Principles of Roman Law, and the 
Institutes of Gains and Justinian. 

(2) Jarispradence (One paper) : — 

Historical and Analytical Jurisprudence. Com- 
parative Jurisprudence, with special reference to 
English and Roman Law. 

(3) International Law (One paper) : — 

International Law, Public and Private. 
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Oboup B — English Law : — 

(1) Contracts and Torts (One paper) : — 

History and Principles of the Law of Contracts 
and Torts, including the equitable principles 
applicable thereto. 

(2) The Law of Real Property (One paper) :— 

History and Principles of the Law of Real Property, 
including the equitable principles applicable 
thereto. 

(3) The Law of Personal Property (One paper) : — 

History and Principles of the Law of Personal 
Property, including the equitable principles 
applicable thereto. 

Gboup C : — 

One paper in any one of the following departments 
of English Law selected by the candidate : — 

(1) Company Law; 

(2) Negligence and Mistake ; 

(8) Fbaud and Misbepbesbntation ; 
(4) Tbusts ; 
(6) Agency ; 

(6) Shipping Law and Mabine Insubance ; 

(7) Bankruptcy. 

III. Every candidate for Honours shall give notice in writing 
of his intention to present himself for the Honours Examination, 
and of the subjects in which he proposes to be examined ; and 
such notice, accompanied by a fee of three guineas, must be sent 
so as to be in the hands of the Registrar by the 1st day of May 
preceding the examination ; or in default thereof, a special fee of 
two guineas, in addition to the prescribed fee, must be paid by 
the 8th day of May ; a: id if the fee be not duly paid, the candidate's 
notice shall be void. 

IV. There shall be three classes of Honours — first, second, 
and third ; and the names of the successful candidates shall be 
arranged alphabetically in the several classes. 

Y. The fee for a Diploma of Honours in Law shall be one 
guinea. 

Note. — The first examination will be held in November, 
1908. 
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THE DEGREE OP DOCTOR OF LAWS. 

I. Before presenting himself for the Degree of Doctor of 
Laws, a candidate must have passed the examination prescribed 
for Honours in Law, and must at the examination have given 
evidence of such proficiency as would entitle an Honours 
candidate to be placed in the first class. For the purposes of 
such examination the same notice shall be given and the same 
•fee paid as in the case of candidates for Honours in Law. He 
must also have taken out his diploma of the Degree of Bachelor 
of Laws. 

II. A candidate intendmg to present himself for this Degree 
must give notice of his intention to the Registrar, and pay him 
a fee of five guineas, at the time prescribed in the Calendar. 
He must at the same time transmit to the Registrar ?, dis- 
sertation or thesis embodying the result of original work on 
the history, philosophy, or criticism of Law. Accompanying 
the dissertation or thesis there must be a synopsis of the 
bibliography of the topic of the dissertation or thesis. 

III. The examiners shall make a report to the Chancellor, 
in which they shall state whether in their judgment the work of 
the candidate is a valuable contribution to learning, sufficient 
to entitle the candidate to the Degree. 

IV. No candidate shall present himself for the Degree of 
Doctor of Laws until at least five years after passing the 
examination for the Degree of Bachelor of Laws. 

V. The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Laws shall be 
fifteen guineas. 

Note. — Candidates presenting themselves for examination in 
the year 1902 will be examined under the Statute for the IjL.D. 
Degree as set forth in the Calendar 1901-1902. 



PROFESSIONAL EXAMINATIONS IN LAW. 

I. Candidates for the legal profession may be examined by the 
University. 

II. No fees shall be required for such examinations other 
than those prescribed by ** The Law Practitioners Act, 1882." 

III. Certificates shall be issued to candidates specifying the 
examination which they have passed. 

Note. — Candidates are advised to study carefully, in oonneotion willi. 
these Kegulations, sections II., III., IV., and V. of the Statute "The 
Degree of £a.chelor of Laws," pages 130, 131 ; and also the notes in small 
type annexed to these Regulations. 
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The followino abe the Beoulations bebpbcting Pbofbssional 
ExAinNATiONs which have been made by the Judges of 
the Supreme Court ^published in the New Zealand 
Gazette, July 26th, 1900, and April 11th, 1901) :— 

1. Any candidate for admission as solicitor who shall have 
passed the Matriculation examination in the New Zealand 
University, taking Latin as a subject, shall be deemed to have 
passed the examination in General Knowledge required to be 
passed by candidates for admission as solicitors ; and any candi- 
date for admission as barrister who shall have passed with 
credit the Junior Scholarship examination in the said Univer- 
sity, or the First Examination for the degree of Bachelor of Laws 
in the said University, taking in each case Latin as a subject, 
shall be deemed to have passed the examination in General 
Knowledge required to be passed by candidates for admission as 
barristers. 

Note. — Candidates must actually pass in Latin. 

Note. — ^Persons who pass the General Knowledge Examination are 
thereby qualified for Matriculation if they desire it. 

2. Everv candidate for admission as a barrister or solicitor 
of the Supreme Court, not previously admitted elsewhere, shall 
give notice to the Registrar of the University of New Zealand, 
at the dates specified each year in the University Calendar,* of 
liis desire to be examined, and shall state the nature of the 
examination that he proposes to submit to ; and shall at the 
same time pay to the Registrar of the University the proper fee 
in respect of such examination : and every such candidate shall 
at the same time send a similar notice (without fee) to the 
Registrar of the Supreme Court where he intends to apply for 
admission. 

3. Candidates for admission as barristers may present them- 
selves tor examination both in Law and General Knowledge, or 
in Law only, or in General Knowledge only. 

NoT£. — ^When the subjects to be passed in the Law Examination are 
divided into two examinations taken in separate years, the fee for each 
examination to be three guineas. 

When all the subjects are combined in one examination, the fee for the 
examination to be five guineas. 

4. The examinations will be conducted by the University of 
New Zealand. The examinations in Law and the examinations 

* The latest date for noticeB for the examinations of November is September 
1st; and, for the examinations of December, 1902, October 28rd: subject in both 
«a8es to the provisions of the Statute "Conduct of University Examinations.' 
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in General Knowledge shall be held annually, at the times 
fixed by the Chancellor of the University, at Auckland, Wel- 
lington, Christchurch, and Dunedin, and at such other places 
as the number of candidates may warrant.* All candidates 
for legal examinations must conform to the rules and 
regulations of the University for the conduct of University 
examinations, as stated in the Calendab, so far as they are 
consistent with these regulations. 

Note. — No •* terms " are required to be kepfc by candidates for the Law 
Professional Examinations, nor is Matriculation necessary ; and no subject 
or subjects passed in at such exaxninations can count in any way towards a 
University Degree, except as regards the General Knowledge Examination, 
which qualifies for Matriculation. 

5. A candidate may take the General Knowledge Examination 
and the Law Examination in November and December of the 
same year, but he will have to pass the Law Examination 
over again if he fails to pass the General Knowledge 
Examination, whether the latter shall consist in his case 
of the Matriculation (December), or of the Junior Scholar- 
ship (December), or of the first >LL.B. Pass Examination 
(November). 

If both examinations are not taken in one year, then the 
General Knowledge Examination must be taken before the Law 
Examination. 

But nothing in this regulation shall apply to persons who 
previous to 1894 may have given notice of candidature in Law 
subjects to the Eegistrar of the University of New Zealand. 

6. Candidates for admission as barristers who have been 
previously admitted as barristers in any superior or Supreme

9. Solicitors on the roll who shall apply to be admitted as 

barristers shall pass the examination in General Knowledge 

provided by Bale 10, and shall pass the examination in Juris- 

pmdence, Constitutional History, Boman Law, International 

Law and Conflict of Laws, prescribed for the Degree of Bachelor 

of Laws. Nothing in this rule shall be deemed to conflict with 

the provisions of *' The Law Practitioners Act Amendment Act, 

1898." 

Note. — The fees payable under Begulation 9 are two guineas for the 
General Knowledge and five guineas for the Law Examination. 

Note. — If a candidate under this Begulation chooses the First LL.B. 
Examination for General Knowledge, he will not have to pass again in 
Jurisprudence and Constitutional History as part of his Law Examination. 

Note. — Persons who may be exempt from Latin and English must, under 
Regulation 9, take all the subjects mentioned at one examination. 

10. The examination in General Knowledge for candidates 

for admission as barristers shall be the Junior Scholarship 

Examination required by the New Zealand University, and a 

candidate must pass with credit such examination, or he must 

pass the First Examination for the degree of Bachelor of Laws. 

In each of these examinations Latin shall be a compulsory 

subject. 

Note. — The fee payable under this Regulation is two guineas. 

11. The examination in Law for candidates for admission as 
barristers shall be the law subjects required for the degree of 
Bachelor of Laws in the New Zealand University, namely : — 

(1.) Jurisprudence and Constitutional History ; 

(2.) Boman Law ;. 

(8.) International Law and Conflict of Laws. 
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English law as ia New Zealand : — 

(4.) Contracts ; 

(5.) Beal and Personal Property ;

(7.) Criminal Law and Torts ; 

(8.) Equity ; 

(9. ) Practice and Procedure of the Courts in New Zealand. 

The foregoing subjects- may be taken either together or in two 
sections, Jurisprudence and Constitutional fiistorj, Boman Law and Inter- 
uational Law and Conflict of Laws, constituting one section, and the 
remaining subjects constituting the other section. Such sections may be 
taken in any order. Candidates shall have the option of taking Contracts, 
Beal and Personal Property and Equity, or any one or more of such 
subjects in the first section in place of taking them in the second 
section, and a candidate passing the first section shall be credited with saoh 
one or more of such last mentioned subjects as he shall have passed in. 

Note. — The fee payable under this Kegulation is five guineas. 

12. The Statute Law of New Zealand shall not he a separate 
subject of examination in Law for candidates for admission as 
barristers or solicitors ; bat questions on the Statute Law of New 
Zealand, so far as it relates to the other subjects of examination 
in Law, shall form part of the examination in such subjects. 

13. Candidates for admission as sohcitors, who have been 
admitted as solicitors in any superior or Supreme Court of any 
part of Her Majesty's dominions, shall be examined in Law, 
including the law of New Zealand in so far as it differs from the 
law of England. 

For this class of candidates there shall be two papers : one 
on Iiaw generally, the other on the Law in New Zealand in so far 
as it differs from the law of England. The examination shall 
be conducted at th6 times and by the Examiners appointed by 
the Chancellor of the University. 

Note. — The fee payable under this Begulation is Two Guineas. 

Note. — Persons desirous of taking advantage of Begulation 6 or 13 can 
be examined in February, May, August, or November, after having given two 
months' notice from the 1st day of the previous month of their intention to 
the Registrar. But a person who has been examined under this role and 
has failed, may not present himself for examination again within six months, 
unless by special permission of the Chancellor. 

14. Candidates for admission as solicitors who have taken a 
degree in Arts or Laws or Science from some University or other 
body in any part of Her Majesty's dominions, which has or here- 
after may have power by law to grant such degrees, shall be 
examined in Law only. 
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15. The examiaation in General Euowledge for candidates 
for admission as solicitors shall be the Matriculation Examina- 
tion of the New Zealand University, Latin being a oompulsory 
subject. 

Note. — The fee payable under this Regulation is two guineas. 

16. The examination in Law for candidates for admission as 
solicitors shall be the law subjects prescribed for the degree of 
Bachelor of Laws of the New Zealand University, omitting 
Jurisprudence, Constitutional History, Roman Law, Interna- 
tional Law and Conflict of laws. 

The examination may be taken either all at once or in 
two sections. Contracts, Beal and Personal Property, and 
Equity, or any two of such subjects, constituting one section, 
and the subjects not passed in that section constituting the other 
section. The sections may be taken in any order. 

NoTB. — The fee payable under this Regulation is two guineas, or, if 
divided, two guineas for each section. 

Note. — ^Every candidate for the Solicitors' or Barristers' Law Examina- 
tions must in his notice of candidature inform the Registrar of the Uniyersitj 
of the date when he passed the Oeneral Knowledge Examination. 

17. The age of all candidates for admission must appear on 
affidavit. 

18. A barrister or advocate previously admitted elsewhere 
must produce to the Judge of the district to whom he applies 
for admission, his admission, or some certificate or other docu- 
ment, duly verified, proving his admission, and make an affidavit 
that he is the person named therein, and was admitted as therein 
stated. 

19. Every candidate for admission as a barrister or soUcitor 
who claims to be entitled, as a graduate of some University, to- 
be admitted after an examination in Law only, shall produce his 
diploma, or some duly-authenticated certificate or other docu- 
mentary evidence of his having taken a degree, with an affidavit 
verifying the same, and proving his identity with the person 
mentioned in such document. 

20. Every candidate for admission as a solicitor who claims 
to be entitled to be admitted on the ground of some previous 
admission elsewhere, must produce documentary evidence of such 
admission, purporting to emanate from proper authority, and an 
affidavit verifying the same, and proving his identity with the 
person named therein. 
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21. Every candidate, before being admitted, shall prodnee 
evidence of bis good character, to the satisfaction of the Judge 
to whom he applies for admission.

28. Candidates for admission as barristers or solicitors who 
may have taken the Degree of Bachelor of Laws in the Univer- 
sity of New Zealand since June 1st, 1890, shall not be required 
to pass any further examination.

THE DEGREE OF BACHELOR OF MUSIC. 

I. A candidate for the degree of Bachelor of Music shall be 
matriculated, and after matriculation shall be required to pass 
the following examinations'*' : — (1.) The Intermediate examina- 
tion ; (2.) the First examination in Music ; (8.) the Final 
examination in Music. He shall also, after passing the First 
examination in Music, write a musical exercise to the satisfac- 
tion of the Examiners. 

n. The subjects of the Intermediate examination shall be: — 

1. Latin ; 

2. Gbeek ; 

3. Fkengh ; 

4. German ; 

5. Physics; 

6. Elementabt History of Music. 

Candidates must pass in three of the above subjects, of 
which the Elementary HiRtory of Music must be one. 

The examination papers in the languages will be the same 
as those used for the Junior Scholarship Examination, but 
the Examiners will be instructed to treat this examination as 
not competitive. The paper in Physics will be the same as that 
used for the Intermediate Examination in Medicine. 

Note. — The fee for this examination is Three Guineas. 

III. The subjects of the Intermediate Examination may be 
taken together or separately, at the option of the candidate, but 
the whole Intermediate Examination must be passed before the 
candidate can be admitted to the First Examination in Music. 

IV. Candidates for the degiee of Bachelor of Music who 
shall have passed in Physics, or Latin, Greek, French, or 
German, in either the examination for the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts or the examination for the degree of Bachelor of Science, 
shall not be required to pass again in such subject or subjects 
in the Intermediate Examination for the degree of Bachelor of 
Music. 

* Candidates' notices for the Intermediate Examination, with the examination 
fee, must be sent in to tibe Registrar not later than September Ist, or with two 
guineas extra up to September 0th.

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Y; The subjects of the First Examination in Music shall be :—

For the purpose of this examination Acoustics 
shall be understood to include the following

No knowledge of Mathematics beyond Arithmetic 
shall be required to satisfy the Examiners in this 
subject.

YI. Any candidate may be admitted to the First Examination 
dn Music who has previously passed the Matriculation and the 
Intermediate Examinations, provided that at the time of 
announcing his intention of presenting himself for the First 
Examination in Music he produces a certificate, signed by two 
or more trustworthy persons, that he has been studying or 
practi^ng music for two years. 

VII. The exercise must be a composition on a sacred or 
secular subject, written for the occasion, and such as would 
occupy about twenty minutes in performance, and must fulfil 
.the following conditions : — 

1. That it comprise some portion for a solo voice, and 

some portion for a chorus of five real vocal parts. 

2. That it comprise some specimens of canon and fugue.

The exercise must be sent in by the candidate in the month of 
March previous to his presenting himself for the Final Exam- 
ination.

for reading from score. 

2. The Analysis of some Classical Composition, with 
regard to Harmony and Form, the name of the 
work to be announced to the candidates six 
weeks before the examination. 

IX. Any candidate may be admitted to the Final Examina- 
tion in Music who has previously passed the First Examination, 
and who has satisfied the Examiners with the exercise prescribed 
in Section VII. of this Statute. 

X. Candidates who intend to present themselves for 
examination, either at the First or at the Final Examination, 
must give notice in writing to the Registrar not later than the 
1st day of May in the year in which they intend to present 
themselves for examination. 

IX. Candidates who intend to present themselves for 
examination at the First Examination in Music shall pay a fee 
of five guineas, and candidates who intend to present themselves 
for examination at the Fmal Examination shall pay a fee of ten 
guineas, at the time of giving notice to the Registrar of their 
intention to present themselves for examination, subject in both 
cases to the provisions of the Statute ** Conduct of University 
Examinations." 
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THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF MUSIC. 

A candidate for the degree of Doctor of Music must have 
taken out the diploma of the degree of Bachelor of Music. 
No person shall be admitted to be a candidate for the degree of 
Doctor of Music unless he shall have taken the degree of 
Bachelor of Music at least five years previously. 

U. A candidate for the degree of Doctor of Music shall be 
required — '- 

1. To Write an Exercise. 

2. To Pass an Examination in the Highest Branches of 

Musical Science. 

III. The exercise shall be a composition on a sacred or 
secular subject, written for the occasion, such as would occupy 
about forty minutes in performance, and fulfilling the following 
conditions : — 

1. That it comprise some portion for one or more solo 

voices, and some portion for a chorus of eight 
real vocal parts. 

2. That it comprise some specimens of canon and of

8. That it comprise an instrumental overture, or an 
interlude, in the form of the first movement of a 
symphony or sonata.

YI. Candidates who intend to present themselves for exami- 
nation under this Statute must give notice in writing to the 
Registrar not later than the 1st day of May in the year in 
which they intend to present themselves for examination, and 
shall also, at the time of giving such notice, pay a fee of fifteen 
guineas, subject to the provisions of the Statute " Conduct of

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CEETIFICATES OF PEOFICIENCT. 

I. At any examination for the Degree of Bachelor of Arts, 
or Bachelor of Science, or Master of Arts, any person, whether 
an undergraduate of the University or not, may be admitted to 
examination in any one or more of the subjects prescribed for 
those degrees, and may receive a certificate of proficiency in 
any subjects in which he satisfied the examiners. 

II. The examination fee in each subject shall be one gninea, 
and the fee for a certificate in each subject shall be five 
shillings. 

III. The same notice shall be required from candidates for 
certificates as from candidates for degrees ; and every condition 
that applies to examination in any particular subject shall be as 
binding on the candidate for a certificate as on the candidate 
for a degree. Certificates of Practical Work and Practical 
Examination are required in all subjects in which they are 
prescribed for degrees. 

IV. No candidate for a certificate shall be examined in any 
subject of the exammation for the Degree of Master of Arts 
until he has obtained a certificate in the same subject at an 
examination for the Degree of Bachelor of Arts or of Science. 

V. A Certificate of Proficiency in Education will be granted 
to every graduate of the University who complies with the 
following requirements : — 

1. (a) Who has spent one year in a normal school and 

obtained a certificate from the Head Master of the 
school that satisfactory work has been done by 
him, or (b) who has obtained a certificate from an 
Inspector of Schools that the candidate is entitled 
to be placed in at least the second grade. 

2. Who passes an examination in the following subjects: 

(a) History and Principles of Education (one. paper). 

(b) Practice of Education (one paper). 

(1) Method. 

(2) School Management. 

(c) Educational Psychology (one paper). 

Note. — The examination lee under clause v. is three guineas. 
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POST-GRADUATE RESEARCH. 

I. For the encouragement of further study and researeh bj 
graduates, the University offers Certificates and Gold Medals. 

II. These may be granted for theses containing the results 
of original research made by graduates of at least three years' 
standing. 

III. The competition shall be open to all graduates of the 
New Zealand University who have passed the Honours 
Examination (but need not necessarily have taken Honours) in 
Arts, Science or Law, or have taken a degree in Engineering, 
Agriculture, Medicine or Music. 

IV. Candidates for certificates and medals shall be required 
to give at least one year's notice of their intention to offer a 
thesis, and shall state the subject of the thesis, and at the same 
time shall send a fee of five guineas. 

V. Every thesis shall be submitted to a Board appointed for 
the purpose by the Senate, who shall decide whether it is 
worthy to be submitted to the Examiner in England. 

VI. If approved by the Board, the thesis shall be submitted 
to the Examiner, who shall decide upon its merits. 

VII. Every candidate whose thesis has been approved by 
the Examiner shall receive a certificate along with a copy of the 
Examiner's report, and if the Examiner shall report that the 
thesis is of exceptional originality and merit, the candidate shall 
also receive a gold medal. 

VIII. The fee for the certificate shall be one guinea. 

IX. No thesis, which has been presented as a thesis for a 
class in Honours or any other University distinction, shall be 
admissible for a certificate, and no thesis which has been offered 
for a certificate shall be presented again for any other University 
purpose. 
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UNIVERSITY FEES. 

I. Every candidate for any examination shall, at the time of 
giving notice of his intention to present himself, pay the pre- 
scribed examination fee. 

Note. — But the notice will be accepted, within one week only, after the 
date prescribed in the foregoing Statutes in each case, if accompanied by a 
fee of £2 28. in addition to the fee prescribed by Statute. 

Note. — Candidates are requested to attend to the following : — 

1. Stamps should not be sent in payment of fees. 

2. Cheques should have exchange added. 

3. Telegraphed fees should be accompanied by a telegram indicating 

the sender. 

4. Telegrams must be prepaid. 

In the case of candidates for the degree of Master of Arts, 
or for Honours in Arts or in Science, the time for the 
payment of fees shall be the time prescribed in the Statutes 
** The Degree of Master of Arts," and "Honours in Arts," and 
** Honours in Science." 

II. No examination fee shall on any account be returned; 
nor shall any such fee avail for any subsequent examination, 
except that : — 

(1.) A candidate who has paid a fee for a University 
Degree examination, but is debarreci from presenting 
himself for examination by reason of his not haviog 
kept the prescribed terms, shall not be required to 
pay a second fee for the same degree examination. 

(2.) A candidate who shows by the evidence of a medical 
certificate that his failure to present himself for 
examination was due to ill-health may present 
himself for the next examination without paying 
another tee. 

(3.) Candidates who have paid the fee for an examination 
and find themselves unable to come up may have the 
fee held to their credit for the same examination in 
the following year, provided that they give notice to 
that effect not later than four weeks before the com- 
mencement of the examination for which they had 
entered. But under no circumstances can a fee 
which has been paid tor one purpose be made avail- 
able lor a different purpose. 
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III. No degree shall be conferred on any student unless the 
fee prescribed for that degree shall have been paid : and no 
student shall be admitted to any higher examination unless he 
has taken out the Diploma of any degree, or of Honours, for 
which he has already passed. 

NoTB — ^A special session of Senate for authorising the conferring of 
Degrees is held in the month of April, and the fees of all candidates must 
be paid before the 20th of May, otherwise their names cannot be included 
in the next issue of the Calendar as having obtained the Degree.

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I. Graduates in Arts of the University of New Zeatland are 
recognised by the War Office as entitled to compete on eqaal 
terms with those members of other Universities who, without 
being required to pass either the preliminary or the further 
examination, are allowed to compete amongst themselves for 
admission to the Boyal Military College. 

n. At each Annual Meeting the Senate will be prepared to 
consider applications from candidates for nomination to one 
Cadetship at the Eoyal Mihtary College at Sandhurst. Any 
graduate, or any undergraduate who has passed the first section 
of the examination for the degree of Bachelor of Arts, or who 
has obtained certificates of proficiency in such subjects as would 
be equivalent to passing the first section of the examination for 
the Degree of Bachelor of Arts or Bachelor of Science, will be 
eligible, on condition of passing an examination in Geometrical 
Drawing, as required by the Begulations of the War Offiice 
respecting admissions to the BoyaJ Military College, if he is in 
other respects qualified under those regulations. 

in. The regulations prescribe that a Cadet must be between 
seventeen and twenty years of age on admission to the 
College ; the date of admission being the Ist day of September. 
The successful candidate will be required to send certificates of 
age and of moral character for the preceding four years, to the 
Military Secretary, Horse Guards, so as to reach him by the Ist 
day of August. 

IV. The course of study at the Eoyal Military College 
extends throguh one year. At the end of the first term the 
Cadet has to pass an examination in the work of the term ; and 
failure at the examination involves the loss of a term. There 
is another examination at the end of the course, and those who 
pass a satisfactory examination become entitled to Commissions 
in the Army as Second Lieutenants, and may be gazetted to 
regiments in the order in which they pass. 

V. The payment to be made on behalf of a Cadet varies 
from £20 for the son of an officer who has died in the service, 
and whose family is left in pecuniary distress, to £120 for the 
son of a private gentleman. A further payment of £25 for 
uniform, books, &c., and a deposit of £6 on account, for con- 
tingent expenses, are required. The pay of a Cadet is 8s. a day.

FROM NEW ZEALAND by UNIVERSITIES, etc., 
IN THE BRITISH ISLANDS. 



The following summary of concessions m^ide to sttidents and graduates 
from New Zealand by Universities, dtc, in the British Islands is inserted 
for general information. It will he added to from time to time as further 
information is received. 



OXFORD. 

1. (a) Any person who shall have pursued during two full jears a 
course of study prescribed by a University which has been admitted to the 
privileges of this section, and shall have passed all the examinations con- 
nected with the course, may, although he has not been matriculated, claim 
to be admitted to the examination in the Greek language only in 
Besponsions. 

(b) Any such person, although he has not been matriculated, and 
although he has not satisfied the Masters of the Schools either 
in Stated Subjects or in an Additional Subject, may claim to be 
admitted to any one or more of the following examinations, viz., 
any part of the First Public Examination, and any Preliminary 
Examination in the Second Public Examination. 

2. Any such person who has either satisfied the Examiners or obtained 
Honours in certain examinations, viz. : — 

(a) The Examination of Candidates not seeking Honours in the 

First Public Examination 

(b) The Examination of Candidates for Honours n Greek and Latin 

Literature in the First Public Examination ; 

(c) The Examination of Candidates for Honours in Mathematics in 

the First Public Examination ; 

{d) The Preliminary Examination in the School of Jurisprudence ; 

(e) The Preliminary Examination in Mechanics and Physics and in 
Chemistry in the School of Natural Science ; 

(or, if he desires to be admitted to the Examination in Animal Physiology, 
or in Botany, or in Zoology, or in Geology, in the Honour School of Natural 
Science) 

(/ ) The Preliminary Examination in Chemistry, and in at least one 

other subject not being Mechanics and Physics in the School 

of Natural Science ; 

shall, if he is matriculated not later than the Michaelmas Term next 
following, be admitted to the status of a Colonial or Indian Student. 

[The general effect of the foregoing is, that such a student may get through 
the Intermediate Examination of the Oxford course at the earliest possible oppor- 
tunity, and begin his work for the Final Examination without passing Responsions ; 
but the Greek part of the latter must be passed before he can matriculate.] 
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3. Any such person may claim to be admitted on matrioulation to the 
status of a Colonial or Indian Stadent. 

4. The statas of sach a Student shall be as follows : — 

(a) The Term in which he is matrioalated shall be reckoned for the 

purposes of any provisions respecting the standing of members 
of tne University as the fifth Term from his matriculation. 

(b) He may claim to be admitted to the Examination in the Greek 

language only in Besponsions. 

(c) If he has not before matriculation passed the Examination in Holy 

Scripture or in a book statutably offered instead thereof in t^e 
First Public Examination, he may claim to be admitted to that 
examination : and until he has passed that examination, he 
shall not be admitted to any part of the Second Public Examina- 
tion other than the Preliminary Examinations in the Honour 
Schools of Natural Science and of Jurisprudence. 

(d) He shall not be admitted to any part of the First Public Examina- 

tion other than the Examination in Holy Scripture or in a book 
statutably offered instead thereof. 

(e) Subject to such other provisions of the Statutes as are not incon- 

sistent with this section, and subject to the provisions of this 
section, he may claim to be admitted to any part of the Second 
Public Examination. 

(/) If he has passed the Second Public Examination, and has obtained 
Honours either in the First or in the Second Public Examina- 
tion, he shall be entitled to supplicate for the decree of Bachelor 
of Arts, so soon as he shall have kept statutable residence for 
eight Terms. But if he has passed the Second Public Examina- 
tion, and has not obtained Honours either in the First or in the 
i^econd Public Examination, he shall not be entitled to supplicate 
for the degree of Bachelor of Arts until he has kept statutable 
residence for twelve Terms. 

5. A Colonial or Indian Student shall bo deemed to have shown a 
sufficient knowledge of the Greek language, who has passed one of the 
examinations enumerated below, and subject to such conditions as are 
therein contained : — 

(a) The Examination in Stated Subjects in Besponsions, or any 

examination which under Tit. VI. Sect. 1. § 2 exempts a Candi- 
date from Besponsions. 

(b) The Examination in Additional Subjects in Besponsions, the 

subject offered being a Greek book, or any examination including 
Greek which is accepted by the University as equivalent to this 
Examination. 

(c) The Examination of Candidates in the Greek language only at 

Besponsions. 

(d) The Examination of Candidates not seeking Honours in the First 

Public Examination 

(e) The Examination of Candidates for Honours in Greek and Latin 

Literature in the First Public Examination. 

(/) The Preliminary Examination in the Honour School of Jurispru- 
dence, provided that, the Candidate satisfies the Examiners in a 
Greek book in that Examination. 
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(g) Group A. 1 of the Examination of Candidates who do not seek 
Honours in the Second Public Examination. 

(h) and (i) The Honour Schools of LiteriB Homaniores and of 
Theology in the same Examination. 

6. The following regulations shall apply to any Colonial Student, 
provided that he has satisfied the Moderators in Holy Scripture or in a 
booie statutably offered instead thereof : — 

(a) If he has obtained Honours in Greek and Latin Literature in the 

First Public Examination, he may claim to be admitted to any 
part of the Second Public Examination. 

(b) If he has satisfied the Moderators in the Examination of Candi- 

dates not seeking Honours, he may claim to be admitted to any 
part of the Second Public Examination : provided that he shall 
not be admitted to the Final Examination in the Honour School 
of Natural Science, unless he has also satisfied the ptOTisions of 
Statt. Tit. VI. Sect. 1. C. § 6. d. 6. 

[Every Candidate in Final Honour School must either have obtained 
Honours in the First or the Second Public Examination, or else (1) Candi- 
dates for Honours in Physics must have satisfied in Preliminary Examina- 
tion in Chemistry ; (2) Candidates tor Honours in Chemistry must have 
satisfied in Preliminary Examination in Mechanics and Physics ; (3) Candi- 
dates for Honours in one only of following — Geology, Animal Physiology, 
Zoology, and Botany — must have satisfied in Preliminary Examination both 
in Chemistry and in two other subjects, neither of these two subjects being 
the same as the one offered in the Final Honours Examination ; (4) if he 
offers in Final Honours Examination two of the following — Geology, Animal 
Physiology, Zoology, and Botany — he must have satisfied both in Chemistry 
and in one other subject, this subject not being the same as either of those 
offered in the Final Honours Examination.] 

(c) If he (1) has shown a sufficient knowledge of the Greek language, 

and (2) has obtained Honours in Mathematics in the First Public 
Examination, he may claim to be admitted to any part of the 
Second Public Examination, except the Examinations in the 
Honour School of English Language and Literature and in 
Subjects C (1) (Algebra, Trigonometry, Pure and Analytical 
Geometry, Mechanics), and C (2) (Elements of Mechanics, solid 
and fluid, treated mathematically) of the Examination of Candi- 
dates who do seek Honours. 

(d) If he (1) has shown a sufScient knowledge of the Greek language, 

and (2) either has satisfied the Moderators in the Examination 
of Candidates for Honours in Mathematics in the subjects 
specified in Statt. Tit. VI., Sect. 1. D. § 3. cl. 15 (ii), or has 
passed the Preliminary Examination in the Honour School of 
Jurisprudence, or has passed the Preliminary Examination in 
Mechanics and Physics and in Chemistry in the Honour School 
of Natural Science, he may claim to be admitted to any of tiie 
Final Honour Schools of the Second Public Examination, except 
the Examination in the Honour School of English Language 
and Literature : provided that he shall not be admitted to the 
Final Examination in the Honour School of Natural Science 
unless he has satisfied the provisions of Statt. Tit. VI. Sect. 1. 
C. § 5. cl. 6 (quoted above) ; and if he has failed to obtain 
Honours in one of these Final Schools, or, being disqualified 
by standing from obtaining Honours, has failed in the judgment 
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of the Examiners to show sa£Soient merit to entitle him but for 
sueh disqualification to a place in the Glass List, he shall not be 
entitled to claim admission to the iBxamination in any of the 
subjects of the Examination for Candidates who do not seek 
Honours in the Second Public Examination, until he has satisfied 
the Moderators in the Examination of Candidates not seeking 
Honours. 

(e) If he ^1^ has shown a su£Scient knowledge ef the Greek language, 
and (2) has passed two of the examinations specified below in 
Schedule C, these subjects being so chosen as to be in conformity 
with the provisions of Statt. Tit. VI. 1. C. § 5. ol. 7, and* (8) 
has passed a third of these examinations, in case this is required 
by tile provisions of the aforementioned cl. 7, he may claim to 
be admitted to the Examination in Animal Physiology, or 
Zoology, or Botany, or Geology in the Honour School of Natural 
Science ; and if he has failed to obtain Honours in one of these 
Final Schools, or, being disqualified by standing from obtaining 
Honours, has failed in the judgment of the Examiners to show 
sufficient merit to entitle him but for such disqualification to a 
place in the Class List, he shall not be entitled to claim admis- 
sion to the examination in any of the subjects of the Examina- 
tion of Candidates who do not seek Honours in the Second 
Public Examination, until he has satisfied the Moderators in the 
Examination of Candidates not seeking Honours. 

(/) If he has obtained Honours in the Second Public Examination 
he may claim to be admitted to the examination in the Honour 
School of English Language and Literature. 

[9. Indian Students.] 

10. A Colonial or Indian Student shall not be permitted to present 
himself again for any examination which he has passed before his 
matriculation, and no examination, with the exception of the examinations 
held by the Masters of the Schools, passed before matriculation under the 
provisions of this section, shall, in the case of any student who has not 
been admitted to the Status of a Colonial or Indian Student, be deemed to 
be one of the exercises required for the degree of B.A. 

CAMBRIDGE. 

Any person who has completed a course- of three years at an affiliated 
college, in accordance with regulations to be prescribed from time to time by 
the University, and who has obtained Honours in the Final Examination 
connected with that course, and who has passed an examination in some 
additional subject or subjects to be prescribed from time to time by the 
University, shall be entitled to be excused all the parts of the Previous 
Examination, and shall furthermore be entitled, for the purpose of any 
provision respecting the standing of members of the University, to reckon 
the first term kept of residence as the fourth term of his residence (the 
Cambridge year consists of three terms), and to proceed in due course to the 
BJl Degree, provided he obtain the degree by one of the Tripos examinations 
{i.€, takes Honours). 

The persons above referred to shall, before being entitled to the 
privileges indicated, be required to have passed an examination in Latin, 
and-also in one of the languages, .Greek, French, German, Italian, Hebrew. 

(The University of New Zealand is affiliated to the University o 
Cambridge.) 
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Graduates of the University of New Zealand who have Ratisfied the 
examiners in one language, in addition to Latin and English, either in the 
Matriculation Examination or in the Examination for the Degree of B.A. or 
B.So. of that University, or in some examination held by the University of 
Cambridge, are entitled to the privileges of afi&liation. 

EDINBURGH. 

Students 6f the University of New Zealand, who have passed the Matri- 
culation or Medical Preliminary Examination of New Zealand, are exempted 
from the Medical Preliminary Examination, provided, of course, that they 
passed in the four subjects which are required at Edinburgh. 

In the case of Candidates for the Medical Preliminary Examination, 
who hold qualifications from Foreign or Colonial Bodies, other than 
Universities, whose certificates are not included in the list of Equivalent 
Examinations issued by the Joint Board, a Committee in each University, 
consisting of the Deans of the Faculties of Arts, Science, and Medicine, is 
empowered to accept such certificates, if it deems them sufficient, provided 
that all such cases are reported to the Joint Board at their next meeting. 

Further, two years of medical study spent in New Zealand are accepted, 
so that a Student may complete the course for the Edinburgh degree by 
spending three years at Edinburgh. 

In the ordinary case all Professional Examinations must be passed at 
Edinburgh ; but a New Zealand Student who has taken a degree in Arts or 
in Science in New Zealand, and has included in the curriculum for that 
degree one or more of the subjects of the Edinburgh First Professional 
Examintition, would be exempted from examination in that subject or 
subjects. 

If a Candidate has obtained a degree in Science or in Arts in any 
University other than a University of the United Kingdom, granted in 
either case after a course of study and an examination in Botany, Zoology, 
Physics, or Chemistry, it shall be in the power of the University Court to 
exempt such Candidate from the examinations in such subject or subjects, 
provided that the course of study and the standard of examination in each 
case are satisfactory in the judgment of the Senatiis Academicus, 



JOINT BOARD OF EXAMINERS OF SCOTTISH UNIVERSITIES. 

Science and Arts, 

A degree in Arts (not being a degree honoris causa tantum) in any of 
the Universities of the United Ein^^dom, or in any Colonial or Foreign 
University specially recognised by the University Court, after consultation 
with the SenatuSt shall exempt from the Preliminary Examination in Arts 
and Science. 

Medicine, 

The Examinations of the University of New Zealand (Matriculation 
and Medical Preliminary) will be accepted in lieu of the Medical Preliminary 
Examination, provided the examinations include all the subjects required 
by the General Medical Council, and prescribed by the Medical Ordinances 
of tiie Scottish University Commissioners. 

A degree in Arts or in Science (not being a degree honoris catisa tantum) 
ia any of the Universities of the United Kingdom, or in any Colonial or 
Foreign University, specially recognised for the purpose by tne University 
Court, shall exempt from the Preliminary Examination. 
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LONDON. 

The Senate may admit Graduates of, or persons who have passed the 
examinations required for a degree in, other Universities approved by it for 
that purpose, as Internal Students, and as Candidates for any of the higher 
degrees (except in Medicine and Surgery) without their having previously 
taken any lower degree. 

The examinations for a degree shall be held at such times and at such 
place or places as may be prescribed ; but no Student shall be admitted to 
the Final' Examination for a degree until the expiration of at least three 
years after matriculation, unless 'the Senate in special oases otherwise 
detertnine. 

DUBLIN. 

ArU. 

Any Student producing the proper certificates that he has pasded two 
years in Arts Studies at certain Universities or Colleges (including that of 
New Zealand), and has passed the examinations belonging to that period, 
will be entitled to put his name in the College books as a Senior Freshman, 
or Student with one year's credit, with this reservation: that if it shall 
appear that the course of Arts which he has passed does not include all the 
subjects* of the Junior Freshman year, the Senior Lecturer may require 
him to qualify by examination in the omitted subject or subjects within one 
year after his name shall have been entered in the books. 

*Eaclid I., II., III., VL ; Arit^imetic ; Algebra to Sorda ; Trigonometry to solu- 
tion of triangles ; Greek ; Latin ; English. 

Medina, 

In Medical Schools recognised by the University of Dublin (including 
the University of New Zealand)* two conHecntive anni medici^ taken at any 
period during the four years of the medicar curriculum, are recognised as 
qualifying for admission to the Examinations of the School of Physic. 

BIRMINGHAM. 

The Senate shall have the power of admitting Graduates or persons 
who have passed Degree Examinations of other Universitiea to the courses 
and examinations for the higher degrees of Master and Doctor under con- 
ditions prescribed by Begulatiuns, without requiring such persons to attend 
the courses of study or pass the examinations qualifying for the degree of 
Bachelor. Such Students after being matriculated shall be called Graduate- 
Students, and shall be members of the Guild of Undergraduates. 

The Senate shall have the power of recognising attendance at another 
University or University College as part of ttie attendance qualifying for the 
Degree of Bachelor, and of recognising examinations passed at such other 
University as exempting from the b'irst Year's Examination for such 
degree, provided that no Candidate from another University be admitted to 
the degree of Bachelor until he shall have attended in the University the 
prescribed courses of study extending over a period of at least two years. 

Each ca'^e is to be considered by the Senate on its merits. There is no 
power of incor(ioration in the Medical Faculty. A Student may be exempted 
from the Matriculation Examination by virtue of some other; but for a 
Medical Degree he is required to attend the whole five years, and pass all 
the examinations prescribed by the University.

In it lettar ta the Ag^aat in, England of the Umver^ty ol New Zeaftftnd, 
th«g Pnnoipal of the Owens Gollegja writes : — 

** Applioafions from Graduates or Sindento of 

Wmivergities outside of the United Kingd<nn for exemptions a«6 oonsidsred 
on the merits of eaoh by a Committee of the University^ aiul ao snch 
M^plication has yet been made by aby Student from New Zealand, hi 
the case of Medicine there is a list of approved Medical Schools, whose 
a^ndance is accepted for the First and other M.B. Examinations, but tbe 
It^t is only added to on the application of the authorities of tlie Medical 
8bhool in question. My personal opinion is strongly that Graduates of saeh 
a University as New Zealand ought to be dealt with very liberally* both as 
regards being excused from some of the examinations and as regards courses 
of study. I may mention that in ^e Owens College we give special 
facilities for post-graduate research work, especially in Physics, Chemistry, 
and Biology ;. and Students of other Universities often come to us for saeh 
work." 

(More definite information will be sought from Owens College). 

BOYAL COLLEGES OF PHYSICUNS AND SURGEONS. 

The whole course of medical study as laid down by the E'xamining 
Board of the Boyal Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons of England* ean be 
taken in New Zealand. No further attendance at classes is necessary, 
thoQ0i the examinations required for the combined dipiomas* of these 
colleges must be passed in London. The Board, however, grant exemption 
from both the First and Second Professional Examinations to Graduates 
in Medicine of the. University of New Zealand.

A candidate in Mineralogy will be required to 
present a certificate from a teacher of the subject 
in an Affiliated College that he has passed a 
practical examination in the subject, including 
blowpipe analysis.

A BlLIi TO AMEND THE STATUTE ThE DeORBE OF DoCTOB OF 

Medicine. 

That the Statute — The degree of Doctor of Medicine — be 
repealed, and that the following be adopted in place 
of it — 

The Deobeb of Doctor of Medicine. 

I. A candidate for the degree of Doctor of Medicine must 

have obtained the Degree of Bachelor of Medicine at 
least three years previously, and must have been 
engaged during the interval in the practice and study 
of his profession; provided that, in the case of any 
Bachelor of Medicine who has spent one year as 
House Surgeon to a Hospital containing not less 
than one hundred beds, or who has spent one year in 
medical study in Europe, the interval may be reduced 
to two years. 

11. The candidate is required to present for approval a 

thesis, introducing original observations on some 
branch of Medicine (exclusive of Surgery). 

II. The candidate is also required to present himself for 

examination, and the examination shall consist of two 
papers, one a general paper on Medicine (exclusive

A Bnx TO AMEND THE Statute, — The Deobee OF Baohelob of

Law/' and by omitting the words '' 6. Statute Law in 
New Zealand/' and by omitting the paragraph '' one 
paper . . , heads/' and substitutiag therefor iht 
following words :

2. That clause V. be repealed, and the following section

History and Principles of the Law of Real Property, 
including the equitable principles apphoable 
thereto.

History and Principles of the Law of Personal 
Property, including the equitable principles 
applicable thereto. 

Group C.

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III. Every candidate for Honours shall give notice in writing 
of his intention to present himself for the Honours Examination, 
and of the subjects in which he proposes to be examined ; and 
such notice, accompanied by a fee of three guineas, must be sent 
so as to be in the hands of the Registrar by the 1st day of May 
preceding the examination ; or in default thereof, a special fee of 
two guineas, in addition to the prescribed fee, must be paid by 
the 8th day of May ; a:id if the fee be not duly paid, the candidate's 
notice shsdl be void.

A BiLii TO amend the Statute — The Deobee of Doctor of Laws. 

That the Statute — The Degree of Doctor of Laws — be 
repealed, and the following enacted in lieu thereof : — 

The Degbee of Dootob of Laws. 

I. Before presenting himself for the Degree of Doctor of 
Laws, a candidate must have passed the examination prescribed 
for Honours in Law, and must at the examination have given 
evidence of such proficiency as would entitle an Honours 
candidate to be placed in the first class. For the purposes of 
such examination the same notice shall be given and the same 
fee paid as in the case of candidates for Honours in Law. He 
must also have taken out his diploma of the Degree of Bachelor 
of Laws. 

II. A candidate intending to present himself for this Degree 
must give notice of his intention to the Registrar, and pay him 
a fee of five guineas, at the time prescribed in the Calendar. 
He must at the same time transmit to the Registrar a dis- 
sertation or thesis embodying the result of original work on 
the history, philosophy, or criticism of Law. Accompanying 
the dissertation or thesis there must be a synopsis of the 
bibliography of the topic of the dissertation or thesis. 

III. The examiners shall make a report to the Chancellor, 
in which they shall state whether in their judgment the work of 
the candidate is a valuable contribution to learning, sufficient 
to entitle the candidate to the Degree. 
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IV. No candidate shaQ present himself for the Degree of 
Dootor of Laws until at least five years after passing the 
examination for the Degree of Bachelor of Laws. 

Y. The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Laws shall be 
fifteen gaineas. 

Note. — Candidates presenting themselves for examination in 
the year 1902 will be examined under the Statute for the LL.D. 
Degree as set forth in the Calendar 1901-1902. 

A BUX TO AMEND THE STATUTE — ThE Db&BEE OF BaOHELOB OF 

Music. — 

That clause 11. be repealed, and the following enacted in 
lieu thereof : —

Elementary History of Music 

Candidates must pass in three of the above subjects, of 
which the Elementary History of Music must be one.

No thesis, which has been presented as a thesis for a 
class in Honours or any other University distinction, shall be 
admissible for a certificate, and no thesis which has been offered 
for a certificate shall be presented again (or any other University 
purpose. 

A BnJEi TO AMEND THE StATUTE— CbBTIFIOATES OF PBOFIOIEN(nr. 

That the following be added to the Statute — Certificates of 
Proficiency. — 

V. A Oertificate of Proficiency in Education will foe granted

Victoria, by the Grace of God, of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, Queen, Defender of the Faith, Empress of 
India : To all to whom these presents shall come, greeting : 

Whebeas, Tinder and by virtue of the provisions of two Acts, the 
Short Titles whereof are respectively " The New Zealand University 
Act, 1874," and " The New Zealand University Act 1874 Amendment 
Act, 1875," the body corporate established by "The New Zealand 
University Act, 1870," has been reconstituted, and declared to be a 
University, consisting of a Chancellor, a Vice-Chaiicellor, Fellows, 
and graduates, and as such has been incorporated and made a body 
politic, with perpetual succession, under the name of " The University 
of New Zealand," with power to grant the several degrees of Bachelor 
and Master of Arts, and Bachelor and Doctor in Law, Medicine, and 
Music : And whereas our Right Trusty and entirely-beloved Cousin 
and Councillor, George Augustus Constantine, Marquis of Normanby, 
Knight Commander of our Most Distinguished Order of Saint Michael 
and Saint George, now our Governor and Commander-in-Chief in and 
over our said Colony, hath ihoved us to grant Letters Patent requiring 
all our subjects to recognise the degrees given under the said recited 
Acts, in the same manner as if the said degrees had been granted by 
a University of the United Kingdom. Now know ye that We 
taking the premises into consideration, and deeming it to be the duty 
of our Eoyal Office, for the promotion of sound learning, to hold 
forth to all classes and denominations of our faithful subjects, without 
any distinction whatever through our dominions, encouragements for 
pursuing a regular and liberal course of education, and considering 
that many persons do prosecute or complete their studies in the 
Colony of New Zealand on whom it is just to confer such distinctions 
and rewards as may induce them to persevere in such their laudable 
pursuits, do by virtue of our prerogative and of our special grace, 
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certain knowledge, and mere motion, by these presents, for Us, our 
heirs and successors, will, grant, and declare that the degrees of 
Bachelor and Master in Arts, and Bachelor and Doctor in Law, 
Medicine, and Music, hereafter to be granted or conferred by the 
said University of New Zealand, shall be recognised as academic 
distinctions and rewards of merit, and be entitled to rank, precedence 
and consideration in our United Kingdom and in our Colonies and 
Possessions throughout the world, as fully as if the said degrees had 
been granted by any University of our said United Kingdom : And 
We further will and ordain that no variation of the constitution of 
the said University which may at any time or from time to time be 
made by an Act of the General Assembly of New Zealand shall, 
unless the standard of knowledge now established, or a like standard 
in the opinion of our Governor for the time being, duly proclaimed 
in our said Colony, be not preserved as a necessary condition for 
obtaining the aforesaid degrees therein, in any manner annul,

the best advantage of the said University, as well in all our Courts as 
elsewhere, notwithstanding any non-recital, uncertainty, or imper- 
fection in these our Letters Patent.

University Acty 1874. 

An Act to repeal " The New Zealand University Aek, ^*^«- 
1870," and to reconstitute the University created there- 
under. [31st August, 1874] 

Whereas an Act intituled the ** New Zealand University Preamble. 
Act, 1870," (hereinafter referred to as " the said Act "), 
was passed by the General Assembly of New Zealand to 
promote sound learning in the Colony of New Zealand, 
and with that intent to establish and incorporate a 
University within the said Colony, having perpetual 
succession and a common seal : And whereas a University 
was established under the said Act, and certain persons 
were appointed to be a Council by the Governor in Council, 
and the said Council has adopted a common seal and 
made statutes and regulations for the conduct of the 
business of the University, and has held examinations and 
performed other duties within their authority; And 
whereas the provisions of the said recited Act have not 
been found sufficient or satisfactory ; and it is expedient 
to repeal the same, and to amend the law made on that 
behalf : 

Be it therefore enacted by the General Assembly 
of New Zealand in Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : — 

1. The Short Title of this Act shall be " The New short Title 
Zealand University Act, 1874.*' 

2. ** The New Zealand University Act, 1870," is hereby "TheNewZea-

8. All statutes and regulations made by the University pea-^ed.

vested^n the Any property, real or personal, of which the University 
u^er^ty*^ as constituted under the said Act is seised at the time of 
the passing of this Act shall be the property of the 
University as * constituted under this Act : Provided 
always that, until the Convocation of the said University 
shall have been constituted as herein enacted, the said 
body politic and corporate shall consist of the Senate to 
be nominated and appointed by the Governor in Council 
as hereinafter mentioned : Provided further that it shall 
not be lawful for the said University to alienate, mortgage, 
charge, or demise any lands, tenements, ^heredita- 
ments of which it shall become seised, or to which it may 
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become entitled by grant, purchase, or otherwise, unless 
with the approval of the Goyemor-in-Council for the time 
being, except by way of lease for an^ term not exceeding 
twenty-one years for rural land and sixty years for building 
land from the time when such lease shall be made ; and in 
and by such lease there shall be the highest rent reserved 
that can be reasonably obtained for the lands, tenements, 
and hereditaments expressed to be thereby demised with- 
out fine. 

It is hereby expressly declared and enacted that the {^iitution 
Tlniveraity hereby established is so established not for the 
purpose of teaching, but for the purpose of encouraging 
in the manner hereinafter provided the pursuit of a liberal 
education, and ascertaining by means of examination the 
persons who have acquired proficiency in literature, science, 
or art by the pursuit of a liberal coiurse of education, arid 
of rewarding them by academical degrees and certificates 
of proficiency as evidence of their respective attainments 
and marks of honour proportioned thereunto. 

5. The University of New Zealand shall hereafter vejJty*^^"gtg 
consist of a Chancellor, a Vice-Chancellor, Fellows, and 
Graduates. 

There shall be twenty-four Fellows, including the 
Chancellor and Yice-Chancellor. 

The persons who immediately before the coming into 
operation of this Act were the members of the Council of 
the University created by the same Act shall, on the coming 
into operation of this Act, be Fellows, together with siich 
other persons as the Govemor-in- Council may appoint, not 
exceeding in all the said number of twenty-four. 

The graduates shall be the persons on whom the Uni- 
versity has conferred or shall hereafter confer degrees. 

6. There shall be two Courts in the University, the g^ate Sa*" 
Senate and the Convocation, having respectively the powers Convocation 
hereinafter specified. 

7. The Senate shall consist of the twenty-four Fellows coMtitution 
aforesaid, and shall elect out of their own body a ^ ^ 
Chancellor and Vice-Chancellor for such period respec- 
tively, not exceeding in either case five years, as the said 

Senate shall fix and determine ; but the persons who 
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immediately before the coming into operation of this Act 
were respectively the GhanccSlor and Vice-Chancellor of 
the University created by the said Act shall on the coming 
into operation of this Act be, and shall for such period 
as the Governor shall determine, not exceeding one year 
from the passing of this Act, remain . respectively the 
Chancellor and Yice-Chancellor of the University as con- 
stituted by this Act.

AU lands within the province of Otago reserved 
Bity Endow- Under ^* The University Endowment Act, 1868, or any 
tobedt^it^^ other Act, for a Colonial University, shall be deemed to 
have been reserved for the University of Otago, estab- 
lished under an ordinance of the Legislature of the said 
province, and shall be granted to such University upon 
such trusts as shall be specified in any ordinance of such 
Legislature to be hereafter passed ; and all the net pro- 
ceeds from such lands, or &om the investment of such 
proceeds, after the payment of the expenses of the 
management of such lands, whict before the grant of 
such lands to the University shall have accrued, shall be 
paid to the said University. 

The block of land in the province of Taranaki, con- 
sisting of ten thousand acres of land, taken under the 
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New Zealand Settlements Act, and referred to in the 
Schedule to the University Endowment Act, shall be 
defined, by Proclamation by the Governor, as soon as 
conveniently may be after the passing of this Act, and 
shall thereupon be deemed to have been reserved under 
the last-mentioned Act. 

The Governor in Council may make regulations for 
placing to a separate account the proceeds from all lands 
within any province other than Otago reserved under 
**The University Endowment Act, 1868," or any other 
Act, for the purposes of a Colonial University ; and such 
proceeds, and the proceeds from the investment thereof, 
after the payment of the e'Kpenses of the management of 
such lands, shall be dealt with for promoting higher 
education in the respective provinces in which such 
reserves are situate, in such manner as the General 
Assembly may from time to time determine. All such 
of the said reserves as were lands taken under the New 
Zealand Settlements Acts may, subject to this Act, be 
administered under " The University Endowment Act, 
1868," as if the same had been ordinary waste lands of 
the Crown. 

University Act 1874, Amendment Act, 1883. 

An Act to amend ** The New Zealand University Act, 
1874." [28th Jtdy, 1888. 

Be it ENACTED by the General Assembly of New Zealand 
in Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 

1. The Short Title of this Act is "The New Zealand 
University Act 1874 Amendment Act, 1883." 

2. The Senate of the University of New Zealand shall 
have power, after examination, to confer the several 
degrees of Bachelor and Master in Arts, and Bachelor and 
Doctor in Law, Medicine, Science, and Music, and such 
reasonable fees shall be charged for the degrees so con- 
ferred as the Senate shall from time to time direct. 

" This section shall be read with and be deemed to form 
part of ** The New Zealand University Act, 1874." 

3. "The New Zealand University Act 1874 Amendment 
Act, 1875," is hereby repealed.
